Wasuineroy, D. C., March 4.—The Forty-fifth 
Congress closed its existence at 12 o’clock to-day, 
and the first session of the Forty-sixth Congress 
is called to meet in two weeks. The result is 
what should have been foreseen by all, and was 
foreseen by many. The two political parties, 
one having possession of the House and the 
other of the Senate, became antagonized on 
political legislation, past, present, and pros- 
pective, and before either party knew the 
path it was treading it had proceeded 
eo far that it could not retrace its 
steps. The almost unprecedented endurance 
of the members of both Houses in remaining at 
their posts for tour all-night sessions, the House 
adjourning only once at midnight, was perhaps 
commendable, but it was wholly unnecessary.

ENDED DISASTROUSLY TO THE DEMOCRACY. 
They have been beaten at every turn. The Jeff 
Davis discussion was particularly unfortunate 
for them, for the people of the North are op- 
posed to the eulogizing of Jeff Davis, and de- 
cline to ascribe to nim all the virtues of human- 
ity.

THE CIPHERS. 

MAJORITY REPORT OF THE POTTER COMMITTEE. 
Wasmxorox, D. C., March 4.—The report of 
the majority of the Potter Committee upon the 
cipher dispatches says generally the Western 
Union Telegraph Company seem to have exer- 
cised due care in respect to the preservation and 
privacy of their dispatches, and the theft and 


publication of certain dispatches did not seem to 
be their fault. At the same time they could not 
put suspect that Orton, President of the Com- 
pany (since deceased), who was an earnest and 
active Republican leader, forwarded the dis- 
patelſte in the custody of the Company to the 
Republican Committee of the Senate rather 
than to the Democratic Committee of the House. 
He had also shown bis bias by allowing certain 
of the dispatches to be withdrawn. On exami- 
nation of the Indiana dispatches, in which Mr. 
Z. Chandler was asked by Mr. Tyner to ap- 
point two Indian Agents,” one could see bow 
very naturally the telegraph officials should 
have failed to recognize these most improbable 
cipher dispatches 
TO HAVE ANY CONCEALED MEANING, 
but regarded them rather as corrupt dispatches ; 
that they could recall them so well was a credit 
to the efficiency of the Company, and suggests 
that nothing in the protection of @ispatches by 
telegraph would be gained bv transferring that 
business to the Government.

NOMINATIONS UNCONFIRMED.

Wasnineron, D. C., March 4.— Among the 
nominations which failed of confirmation was 
that of James R. Weaver to be Consul-General 
at Vienna, to succeed Gen. Post, of Galesburg, 
III., who was to be removed to make room for 
Weaver. The latter is a son-in-law of Bishop 
Simpson, and is supposed to nave obtained his 
appointment on account of Methodist influence. 
There is nothing in the world against Gen. Post. 

George Scroggs, editer of the Champaign 
Gazette, also for whnt of time, failed to be con- 
firmed as Consul at Hamburg, so that Repre- 
sentative Cannon’s efforts to secure Scroggs’ 
appointment were of no avail.

An attempt will be made at the extra session 
of Congress to secure the impeachment of 
Unitea States District Judge Alexander Rives, 
of the Western District of Virginia. He is a 
Virginian, born of an aristocratic family, but he 
had the audacity to rule that when colored peo- 
ple are being tried there must be colored men 
on the jury.

Col. D, H. Strathers, better known as “ Porte 
Cryon,” of the magazine and illustrated news- 
papers, Was nominated sub-rosa last night as 
Consul-General to Mexico, but the nomination 
was not confirmed. 

NATIONAL MUSEUM. 

Prof. Baird will superintend the erection of 
the National Museum near the Smithonsian. 
It will be of brick, iron, and glass, one story 
high, contain 300,000 square feet, and the cost 
must not exceed $250,000.

The last session of the Forty-fifth Congress 
has passed a less number of public acts of a 
general importance than apy session of Con- 
gress since the days before the War. The Rev- 
enue bill, the providing for 610 4 per cent 
certificates, arrears of pensions, census, and 
Yellow-Feyer bill comprise nearly all of 
a general interest and importante. There have 
been an immense number of private relief bilis 
passed, but the number of important matters 
that have failed far exceed the list of those 
enacted. Of the latter are the plan of electing 
President, the Geneva award, sugar tariff. 
Steamboat bill, Inter-State Commerce, Railway 
Telegraph, bill to punish frauds at national 
elections, National Quarantine bill. and quite a 
number of others quite as important as any 
really passed. :

Wasurincton, March 4—2:25 a. m.—Senator 
Windom, from the Conference Committce, 
stated in the Senate that all that prevented the 
passabe of the Army bill was the refusa! of the 
Democrats to strip the bill of the political legis- 
lation.

A debate then occurred, and Senator Conkling 
made a strong speech, calling attention to the 
fact that the Democrats have made no efforts to 
repeal these laws in the ordinary way this ses- 
sion, but in the last moments of the session they 
demanded that they all be repealed or the func- 
tions of Government must cease. Mr. Conkling 
said the Election laws were passed to guard the 
ballot-box from the thugs and thieves of 
Tammany Hall, and without these laws 
there would not have been a fair election in New 
York for many years. They were told that un- 
less these provisions were repeaied no appro- 
priation bills were to pass at this session, and 
at the next session a majority of the two Houses 
would virtually take the Government by the 
throat and refuse to let it breathe unless these 
provisions were surrendered. He, for one, was 
ready to meet that issue. They would not be 
repealed by his vote, be an extra session neces- 
sary or not.

Mr. Thurman then gaye a brief resume of the 
struggie in Europe to make the voice of the 
people heard, and pointed out that the con- 
test in England was not against the 
monarch only, but inst the House of 
Lords, and they established a rule that the 
House of Lords had uo right to amend a money 
bill, but must accept or reject it in toto. The 
Senate, Mr. Thurman said, cannot be the repre- 
sentetive of the taxpayers, as was the House. 
The power of the House to amend conditions 
on which to grant supplies, is more likely to 
grow than diminish. No danger is likely to 
result from it. On the contrary, it was much 
more likely to make the Government accepta- 
ble to the people, and the Government of the 
people administered for the benefit of the peo- 
ple. With regard to the lew in to ju- 
rors, it was a disgrace to civilization. It made 
the selection of a fair jury impossible. The 
House now asked that a mode be adopted by 
which a fair and non-partisan jury could be 
procured. 

At this point Mr. Dorsey, from the Commit- 
mittee of Conference on the Post-Oflice Appro- 
vriation bill, made a report, which was agreed 


to. 

Mr. Blaine said that the bill to Sec. 820 
of the Revised Statutes bad passed the Senate

Would the representatives of pop- 
ular rights, after deposing from its pedestal 
the dignity and independence of the Senate, 
put in place of the chief executive officer a 
King, and have him crowned? He would ask, 
was the Senate to have no voice, no right to 
participate in legislation? For that was what 
was meant, and to be dictated to as inferiors 
and subordinates. They were equal ners 
with the House of Representatives in all the du- 
ties and responsibilities of legislation, and were 
as well qualified to make up the grievances of 
the people. 

Mr. Hoar said that the sentiments uttered by 
the gentleman on the other side well warranted 
the discussion protracted through the night and 
through the day. It was an attack upon the 
national life as well as upon the Constitution 
of the country. 

Mr. Thurman made reply to Messrs. Matthews 
and Hoar, in the course bf which he referred to 
the election in Hamilton County, Ohio, as show- 
ing whether this law, 80 lauded by the other 

elde, was an instrument to the purity of dtections, 

or an instrument of fraud and bribery. He 
agreed that the humblest citizen should be pro- 
tected, but he did not think that any man, rich 
or poor, should be protected by means of a 
packed jury.

Mr. Harris asked for à suspension of the dis- 
cussion, so that the Senate might consider the 
House bill to restore the churches in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to theif respective congrega- 
tions.

HOUSE. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, reported that the 
Conference Committee on the Army Approp 
tion bit! bad not been able to agree. 

Mr. Hewitt, on thesuggestion of Republicans, 
made a statement as to the matters in contro- 
versy. He stated that an agreement could be 
reached on all of them except as to the presence 
of troops at the polls. 7 

Mr. Foster, the Republican eonferee, replied 
to Mr. Hewitt, and charged the Democrats with 
the entire responsibility for forcing an extra 
session. The Republicans are willing to yield 
much, but Democrats wili yield nothing. The 
Republicans, however, were not quite ready 
to yield to all these demands. He was as 
anxious as his friend from New York to reach 
a conclusion. Tie only propositions for a set- 
tlement had come from the Republicans. The 
Democrats had stood like adamant, refusing to 
concede a single thing. This measure could be 
passed by the Democrats at the next session, 6s 
an independent measure, and then, if the Presi- 
dent vetoed it, they could put it in an Appropria- 
tion ‘bill. There would be no election to be 
affectea by it between now and 1880, except in 
California, and the Republicans were willing to 
except California now. There was nothing in the 
proposition except that the Democrats proposed 
to make au issue upon it, and to cram it down 
the throats of the Republicans by legislation. 
He wisbed to save the people from the annoy- 
ance and cost of the extra session of Congress, 
which was always a damage to the country, 
even when thé Republican party was in power. 

Mr. Soutnard—Why does not my colleague 
introduce a resolution to abolish Congress en- 
tirely? 

Mr. Foster—I think that just at this time the 
peopie would bail that with a good deal of satis- 
faction. I think that we, on this side, have 
offered everything that we can possibly offer for 
the sake of securing a basis of settlement. 

I believed at one time that my friend from 


New York, and plenty of other gentlemen on 
the Democratic side, were willing to accept it; 
but I am told (1 guess there is no truth in it) 
that the 8 ership contest enters into this 
controvers¥, und that the Bourbon element has 
got control of that side of the House, and has 
bulldozed my friend from New York (Hewitt) 
and other gentlemen into taking a strong posi- 
tion on this question, 

Mr. Foster said thatif even now the House 
would under a suspension of the rules, a 
bill which he had in bis hand, an extra session 
could still be avoided. The bill was a verbatim 
copy of ove introduced in 1876 by the then Chair- 
man of the Appropriation Committee for an ex- 
tention of the appropriation for the various de- 
partments of the Government. The bill which 
he proposed now to pass under a suspension of 
the rules was to continue for six months the 
appropriations of the present fiscal year for the 
army and for the legislative, executive, and 
judicial expenses of the Government. He asked 
that he might be allowed to move a suspeusion 
of the rules for the passage of this bill. The 
rules were not suspended. 

Mr. Garfield intimated that the gentleman 
from New York (Mr. Hewitt) had drawn on his 
imagination in the statement that tne liberties 
of the country were now in danger, or ever had 
been, from the legislation which it was proposed 
torepeal. The gentieman talked as though 
these sections had been enacted in order to em- 
power the army to interfere with the freedom of 
elections. On the contrary, they were framed 
in exactly an. opposite direction. They were 
laws restrictive of the military power. 
free to admit, however, that they were passed 
at a time so different from the present that they 
could pdssibly be mustered ont of service now 
without doing harm in any direction. He saw 
no serious objection to letting them go, and 
yet, admitting thata State could call out its 
militia wer to keep the peace at its own 
polls, seemed to him that the nation 
ought to have the same right to keep 
peace at its own national polls. He be- 
lieved that no ope would say that any 
ci Had been preveuted from a free exercise 
of the elective franchise in consequence of the 

resence of a United States soldier at the polls. 
if there were such a case, he would join with any 
man of any party in deprecating it, and doing 
what he could to prevent it; but, lest it should 
be a rock of offcuse and a stone of stumbling ”’ 
to any man, he for one would be willing to lecit 
go out of the law rather than cven appear to sin 
on that side. But they were confronted not 
with that sole and only trouble, but with three 

ropositions, which his friends on the other side 
bad put upon the Appropriation bills. First, 
the question of troops at the pells; second, the 
jury test-oath clause; and, third, the election 
section. These were three things that pre- 
vented them from closing their work and shak- 
ing hands at 12 0 to-day, with the 
session ended, only to be resumed in December 
next. He and his Republican friends were will- 
ing to abandon the first two of these difficulties 
to-day, to give up the army clause and the jury 
clause, but they were not willing to give up the 
other. This House had no right to say that the 
other equal branch should yield ali, and the 
House yield nothing. He thoucht it fair, and 
bonorable, and just, that, if the other branch 
yielded two of these points, the House should 
yield one. He thought that the Conference 
Committee should meet again, and that there 
might be tendered a proposition to give up the 
first two points on the one band, and the other 
point here. He would do all in his power to 
produce an instant consent. He haa been dis- 
tressed at secing in this morning’s Washington 
Lost an article to this effect: 

„We are authorized to state for the benefit of 
Mr. Hayes and his miserable gang, and for the 
information of any possible Democrat who may 
hesitate or feel weak in the knees, that, if the 
worst comes to the worst, there is an organpiza- 
tion in the House, embracing eighty-odd men, 
pledged in honor to stand by Mr. Southard and 
filibuster out the remaining hours of the session 
rather than let the Legislative bill pass without 
repeali the Election law. ‘The fraud in the 
White ens and bis pals are welcome to what- 
ever cab be extracted from this information.” 

He should be glad to know that that was not 
true. He hoped that in spite of that both sides 
would ‘strike hands on the proposition that he 
had made.

HEAVY DAMAGES. 


A Man Gets Paralyzed by the Greed of a Cor- 
poration, and Gets Paid for It, Too. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune | 
Bos rox, March 4.—A jury in the United States 
Circuit Court to-day awarded Dr. Charles W. 
Hackett, of Maplewood, $39,500 for injuries sus- 
tained on the Eastern Railroad, probably the 
heaviest damages against a reilroed company 
ever awarded in this country. He sued for 
840,000. The injury consisted in is being thrown 
against the stove while the train was rouading a 
curve near Boston, in October last, so that ne 
was paralyzed from the waist down. He was 
standing at the time, there being no seats 
vacant in any car unlocked just 
the train started, although it was shown 
that an almost empty car was attached to the 
train, but the doors were locked until the start 
was actually made. The Court declined torule, 
as a matter of law, that the plaintiff must ei- 
ther find a seat or leave the train, and left it 
for the jury to say whether he Knew, or by rea- 
sonable careor diligence might have known, 
that the empty car was carried in the train. It 
appeared in evidencp that the conductor had 
taken tickets, and the Court declined 
to rule, as a matter of law, that the 
plaintiff was bound to ask the conductor for a 
seat, or that the conductor was bound to tell 
him that there was aseat in the rear car. It 
was also left to the jury to find generally 
whether the plaintiſt was careless, either in 
standing or in the mode of standing. As to the

SHALL THERE EE ANOTHER CIVIL WAR} 

The revolutionary proceedings of the 
Demo-Confederate party in the two Houses 
of Congress do not argue much for the pro- 
tection of the peace ‘and harmony of the 
country, or for the preservation of even the 
forms of constitutional government. The 
Democratic party has been in a majority in 
the Lower House of Congress for four years

Sates Courts. Under this law there have 
been several cases of Indictment and convic. | 
tion for flagrant acts of dishonesty in Mary- 


land, Virgigia, South Carolina, and Louisiana, 
and there are now perhaps a hundred other 
election officers under indictment for fraud 
and ballot-box'stuffing. Three persons re- 


turned as elected to the next Congress have, 
been indicted, and there are four to six

THE BLODGETT REPORT. 

Judge BLODOErr's friends are much disap- 
pointed at the report made in his case, and 
are inclined to charge the Congressional 
Committee with unfairness, They contend 
that the report ought to have convicted or 
acquitted Judge BTLoorrr; in other words, 
that he should have been exonerated com- 
pletely, or presented for impeachment, that 
he might have a proper opportunity to 
defend himself. It is not unnatural that 
those who are warmly attached to Judge 
BiopGetr personally, and who entertain the 
fullest faith in his integrity (and their num- 
ber is large), should have expected a thor- 
ough vindication, even to the extent of con- 
demning the three young men” who acted 
as memorialists. On the other hand, those 
who read Proctor Kyort’s report carefully 
and without prejudice either way will be 
able to understand that, while the evidence 
takeh was not enough to warrant the im- 
peachment of Judge Broporrr, it was not 
of a character to warrant a eulogy of every 
act in his judicial career or a rebuke of the 
lawyers who had set the investigation in 
motion. The refusal of the Congressional 
Investigation Committee to recommend 
Judge Broporrr's impeachment, so long 
as the evidence before them did not 
connect him criminally and corruptly 
with certain disreputable transactions, 
must be approved in justice to Judge Bop - 
GETT aud the public interests, At the same 
time, the proof produced by the memorial- 
ists of swindles and abuses by others in 
Judge BLoporrr's Court would seem to war- 
rent the conclusion that the facts fully 
justified this demand for an inquiry into the 
official conduct of Judge Buopeerr.” It 
was not necessary, nor would it have been 
proper, to condemn the memorialists as a 
means to the vindication of Judge BLoDOrrr, 
and the friends and partisans of the latter 
exacted too much when they demanded the 
crucifixion of the three young men.” The 
Committee’s report seems to be a fair, in- 
telligent, and impartial review of the testi- 
mony taken for the prosecution and for the 
defense. The basis of the charge that thore 


and his friends are dissatisfied, with this ver- 
dict of the Investigating Committee, they 
must blame the surroundings of the Bank- 
rupt Court. It is to the credit of Judge 
Biopeett that the evidence before the Com- 
mittee did not connect him with these sur- 
roundings in a corrupt or criminal way, but 
that fact would scarcely relieve him of ail 
responsibility for such surroundings, nor 
justify the Committee in ignoring the repre- 
hensible transactions of the Bankrupt Court. 
The Committee would scarcely have dis- 
charged their duty to Congress and the peo- 
ple had they contented themselves with 
exonerating Judge BTLODORTrr, and failed to 
draw any attention to the abuses that had 
occurred in and about his Court, as they 
were exposed in the evidence offered by the 
memorialists. 


The refusal of the Democrats to pass the 
Appropriation bills necessitates the calling of 
an extra session of Congress almost imme- 
diately.

sec. 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State 
of Unnois, represeuted in the General Assembly, 
That counties, cities, towns, or tawnships in this 
State, having issued bunds in aid of railroads, it 
shall be lawful for the County Treasurer or Col- 
lector, in counties not under township vurganiza- 
tion, upon the collection of the taxfor the pay- 
ment of interest upon such bonds for each and ev- 
ery year, to pay the interest that may be due upon 
such bonds. And if after paying all interest due 
there shull be a fund left belonging to such county, 
city, town, or township, of sufficient amount to 
pay off one or more bonds, it shall be the duty of 
such County Treasurer to expend such overplus 
fund in the ppymentof bondor bonds belonging 
to his county, or to any city, town, 
or township within his county. And in the settle- 
ment with the State Breasorer the County Treas- 
urer shall be credited with the amount of coupons 
and bonds pad by him asso much money upon 
such tax levied for interest by the Auditor of Pub- 
lic Accounts against any county, city, or township 
whose bonds or cou have been paid by such 
Treasurer: /frovi

Under the provisions of this 
law the interest on such bonds has been col- 
lected, and the interest promptly paid in New 
York (or Springfield at the State Treasury) in 
January and July of each year.

PURCELL. 


A Statement of the Archbishop’s Affairs. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 4.—Eight more suits 
were filed against Archbishop Purcell to-day, 
aggregating $23,000. Father Edward Parcell is 
reported ill, and no assignment was made to- 
day. There was considerable excitement in the 
vicinity of the Archbisbop’s residence to-night 
among clamorous creditors, many of whom 
forced their way into the building, but, beyond 
angry words, nothing occurred. 

Brookiyn Fagle. 

One of the most amazing features of the finan- 
cial disaster which has overwhelmed Archbisbop 
Purcell, of Cincinnati, is the fact that neither 
he, his Vicar-General and Secretary, Father Pur- 
cell, nor any of the Trustees who are striving 
might and main to discover the full amount of 
bis liabilities, can form any estimate. Father 
Purcell, who has charge of the banking business 
of the diocese, fancied when the first shock 
came that $50,000 would see the Archbishop 
easily through the trouble which threatened. 
When that sum had been swallowed, his imag- 
{pation multiplied it by ten; but already both 
the Catholic and lay newspapers of Cincinnati 
announce that the lowest figure possible at pres- 
ent will be $6,000,000. This enormous sum of 
monty has slipped out of the Archbishop’s fin- 
gers in the course of his archiepiscopal experf 
ence, leaving but a few traces in the way of 
notes, one or two memoranda, and 3 
skein of recollections in the g old 
gevtieman’s brain. Securities which 
on his bands for some time, until in his 
opinion they became worthless, have been calm- 
ly burned up or thrown away as waste paper, 
and no pretense of keeping books has been 
made. The Archbishop himself, with a mind 
steadily fixed upon spiritual things, has poured 
out money intrusted to him with all the chiid- 
like innocence of an ideal pastor, who knew the 

difference between the figures on a bill of $5, 
and another of $500, but living on the smallest 
possible income, say $300 a year, attached no 
earthly significance to the multiplication table. 
He has literally given away large sums of other 
people's money to starving or needy individuals, 
has built the Cathedral, and heiped to erect 
churches or sustain tottering enterprises with 
any money that bappened to be on hand, witb- 
out for an instant thinking about where it came 
from, or weighing the chances of its ever being 
paid back. e made an occasional memoran- 
dum of these transactions, but mainly carried 
them in his head, until it became so crowded 
with them that he turned the conduct of affairs 
over to his brother, in the innocent belief that 
there was a financier indeed. But the brother 
seems to have been as much a child in business 


as the Archbishop. 

How these liabilities came about needs some 
explanation, and our esteemed contemporary, 
the Sun, is the first newspaper which has given 
a clear and concise account of it. This we con- 
dense. The Archbishop was ordained a priest 
in France, in 154. A year later he was appoint- 


ed Professor of Philosophy at St. Mary’s Col- 
lege, Emmetsburg, Md., and the next year, 
President. In 1833 he was made Bishop of Cin- 
cinnati, whose Diocese included but five Catho- 
lie churches. Personally he lived the life of an 
anchorite, and has always done so. Indeed, he 
has subsisted upon an income which a laboring 
man would snecr at. In 1838 his younger 
brother, Edward Purcell, was ordained, and be- 
came his Secretary. In 1850 Bishop Purcell was 
again dignified by being made an Archbishop. 
His labors in his Dioceses, ‘which warranted 
this elevation, where almost incredible. The 
Church grew in power and influence, for he 
concentrated all his euergies upon its edification 
and increase, and the Catholics of the 
city, whose numbers swelled with the 
tide of immigration, looked upon bim 
with a reverence and affection which his 
purity, earnestness, and amiability fully war- 
ranted. In the hearts of his people he was en- 


sonal friend and guardian. About this time the 
financial affairs of the country were ju a rather 
precarious condition, and the poorer Catholics 
uaturally turned to this venerable friend as an 
infallible custodian of their little savings. They 
deposited their surplus earnings with bim, and 
were allowed first 4 and then6 per cent interest. 
It was all done in a perfectiy unprofessional! 
unbusiness-like way. Money was deposited and 
the interest account grew. No books were kept, 
but few memoranda was made, either of depos- 
its or investments, but childish contidence in 
the woridly wisdom of the Archbishop so 
strengthened him that the amateur banking in- 
stitution which both he and his brother conduct- 
ed did not even shiverin the storm of 1857, 
which utterly destroyed so many magnificent 
and well-ordered financial concerns. Through 
this storm the Archbishop continually came to 
the assistance of sinking banks, filling leaks 
and keeping them temporarily afloat with 
the money, of depositors, who never 
thought of drawing out the cash leit with him 
for safc-keeping. Meantime deposits came roll- 
ing in; interest began to comoouud, and then 
Father Purcell, who had become the sole man- 
ager of the concern, tried to straighten out its 
affairs, but there was no pressure, and certainly 
no hearer approach to business Management. 
In 1876 a dry- goods firm of New York and Louis- 
ville tailed, owing Father Purcell’s amateur sav- 
ings institution $70,000; $40,000 more were sunk 
in aiding some private enterprise, and as num- 
bers of churches had been. drawing upon the 
bank, as countless poor han beed assisted, as the 
Cathedral and many other great builaings hail 
been erected ont of the treasury, as an unesti- 
mated numberof persons had borrowed money 
without leaving either security or even a memo- 
randum, these losses rather startled the good 
Fa her. Gradually the Catholics of Cincinnati 
began to withdraw their deposits, and this went

All has been paid by the Father Edward Pur- 
cell. Then the current expenses of the Cathe- 
dral are annually some $4,000 in excess of the 
pew rents, which are small, and the voluntary 
offerings, and that has been always borne by 
Father Purcell. But there has been vo extrav- 
agance. You see we live very plainly. and the 
priests’ salaries are only $300 a year. The 
Archbishop —— never received a dollar of 
salary from his congregation. Fees for baptiame 
and marriages were all he received. Nord 
his brothe:, who was his Vicar-General, ever 
receive any saiary. Every Archbishop is by 
virtue of bis office entitled to a salary from 
diocese, known as the cathedralicum, and the 
smaliest such salary in other dioceses is 
$4,000 or „000 per annum. But Arch- 
bishop Purcell bad never, until he had been 
twenty-five years a Bishop, accepted a dollar 
from his diocese. Then it was urged upon him. 
He said to the clefzy offering it, ‘I wanted no 
cathedralicum, but if you will give $10 each to 
the theological seminary instead, I will be con- 
tent.“ In 1850, at the celebration of bis Silver 
Jubilee, it was then forced upon bim aud he 
then said, ‘ Well, make it as low as ible— 
$25 for the smaller churches, the poerer ones, 
and $50 for the larger.’ From that source be 
has received about $1,100 per annum, and that 
be used not for himself, but in contributions to 
the poor and to institutions that were in need.

Horrible Details of the Pearson 


A Deliberately-Planned and Most 
Cold-Biocoded Assas- 
sination. 


Confusing Accounts of Some 
Shooting Near Nashville, 
Tenn. 


THE PEARSUN MURDER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Quincy, III., March 4.—The Quincy Whig has 
to-day a special from Augusta giving the fol- 
lowing particulars of the Pearson murder} 
Leroy Workings, John Avey Jr., and Ed Fergu- 
sen, the parties under arrest for the murder of 
Dr. Pearson on the night of Nov. 23, arrived at 
Augusta from the North yesterday afternoon at 
8 o' clock, and were immediately locked up un- 
der a strong cuard, together with Marion Hett- 
rick, who bas been under arrest since Saturday 
last. Yesterday there was considerable excite- 
ment about town, and some fears of. mob 
violence were entertained, the friends 
of Hettrick, Avey, and Workings argu- 
ing the immediate hanging of Ed Fer. 
guson, the colored man who confessed 
the whole affair, and whose testimony they are 
anxious to suppress. To guard against out- 
break, the Sheriff of Hancock County brought 4 
posse of the Carthage Guards with him on the 
coal-train last evening. No outbreak occurred, 
and the prisoners were all transferred to the 
Carthage train and taken immediately to that 
place. - 

The particulars of the murder, as related by 
Ed Ferguson, reveal one of the most brutal 
crimes whicb ever occurred. It wasdeliberately 
planned and as deliberately executed. Fer- 
guson states that the details were 
repeated and rearranged before they 
were finally fixed to suit all concerned. It was 
at last decided that Ferguson should call upon 
the Doctor and send him out to see Mrs. Gar- 
wood, who lives two miles and a half from 
Augusta. Workings and Avey were to secrete 
themselves iu a fence-corner about two miles 
from town, on the road which the Doctor would 
take, and Hettrick was to follow the Doctor on 
horseback, and at the place appointed was to 
ride up and kill him. About 9 o’clock on 
the night the deed was committed Fer- 
guson met the Doctor as he was going home 
from the Post-Office, and asked him if he knew 
where Dr. Pearson lived. The Doctor said he 
was the man, and Ferguson, who had his coat- 
collar turned up and his hat pulled over his 
face, said that Mrs. Garwood was very sick and 
wished him to call immediately. The Doctor 
started at once, and was met at the fatal corner 
by Avey and Workings, who seized his horse by 
the bridle, and Hettrick rode up on horseback, 
striking the Doctor a terrible blow on the head 
with an iron bar, fracturing his skull. The mur- 
derers then searched his pockets, securing over 
$100 in money and a small, open-faced gold 
watch. 

Dr. Pearson was left in the road, Avery and 
Workings returning to Augusta, as did also 
Hettrick. The latter met his brother John and 
Charles Yates in town, and the three started 
for home, the Hettricks living about 100 yards 
from where the murder occurred. When the 
party arrived at Hettrick’s gate, Marion said he 
thought he heard a voice, and the three proceed- 
ed to where Dr. Pearson was lying. Jobn struck 
a match and remarked that the man was a 
stranger, and was badly burt. They took him 
to Griggson & Pitney’s drug-store, and’ Dr. 
Griggson identified him as Dr. Pearson. After 
the murder Marion Hettrick attempted to cast 
suspicion upon one or two parties, but failed to 
fasten the crime upon anyone. He remained 
in Augusta, but Workings and Avey, about two 
weeks ago, went to Valesca, la. Ed Ferguson 
asked the other three men several times for the 
$10, which was his share of the proceeds of the 
murder, but they put him off until the night 
they all met by appointment back of the Post- 
Office, where Workings was employed. They 
then offered Ferguson the Doctor’s gold watch, 
but he objected to taking it, preferring the $10 
promised him. He was persuaded to take it, 
however, tne parties telling him that he could 
get $50 for it. 

Two weeks ago Ferguson and another colored 
man named Williams left for the North, saying 
they were going to look for gold. At Minneap- 
olis Ferguson left the watch at a pawn-shop, 
and it is this fact which furnished the first sub- 
stantial evidence of the guilt of the parties 
named. Soon after Ferguson and Williams left 
Augusta, Mr. Pitney, of that place, made up his 
mind that some of the colored people knew 
more about the murder than they made public. 
Meeting Glover Foster, a colored man who lived 
with Ferguson at the time of the murder, he 
talked with bim about the affair, and became 
satisfied that Foster suspected Ferguson of be- 
ing concerned in it. The town authorities were 
slow to act in the case, and Messrs. 
Griggson and Pitney had about concluded 
to send an officer after Ferguson themselves, 
when the Town Board employed George Tarr 
to go after him. Learning that Ferguson and 
Williams stopped in Minneapolis, Mr. Tarr 
cailed upon the police authorities of that place, 
and with them visited the second-hand stores 
and wor to see if any clew could be 
found of the Doctor’s watch. it turned up 
at a pawnbroker’s, the ticket showing that it 
had been leit by Ed Ferguson. Mr. ‘larr then 
took one of the Minneapolis detectives avd went 
in search of Ferguson and Williams, finding 
them chopping wood forty miles north of Min- 
neapolis. They were at once arrested, and the 
pawn check was found in Ferguson’s pocket. 


He at first denied all knowledge of the murder, 
but after some talk with the officer told the 
whole story as reiated above. 

Mr. Tarr at once telegraphed to the authori- 
ties to arrest Marion Hettrick, and an officer 
was sent to Iowa to secure Workings and 
Avey. In order to understand the confession 
of Ferguson fully, and to get at the motive of 
the crime, it will be necessary to review briefly 
the evevts which have taken place during the 
pasttwo years. It appears that nearly two 
years ago Jonn Hettrick, who was at that time 
a brakeman ou the Sone coal trains, was shot 
in the kuee, and Dr. Pearson was called to attend 
him. ‘The Doctor sent for Dr. Byrd, of Quincy, 
to assist him in extracting the ball. The operation 
was successfully performed, but it left the knee- 
joint stiff. A lawsuit followed for the fee, the 
Hettricks refusing to pay it. Marion was par- 
ticularly bitter at the time of the trial, and has 
since made threats agalust Dr. Pearson. As to 
the motive which prompted Avey and Work- 
ings, itis claimed to have grown out of Dr. 
Pearson’s action on the . question in the 
Town Board, a member of which the Doctor was 
elected last fall. Workings kept a cigar-store, 
and sold liquor coutrary to law, and Dr. 
Pearson made objection to it in the 

threateoing to close him up. Workings 
sold out to Avey, and the place became go 
troublesome that the or again made com- 
plaint. This made Avey angry, and he has been 
heard to say that he wished the Doctor was out 
of the way. 

According to Ferguson’s confession, the crime 
was first arrang at Avey’s.

BRICK POMBROY'S a GRERNBACE Con VEH- 


ON 
14 called at Farwell Hall yesterday morning at 
an early hour, The programme, published in 
Pomeroy's Democrat, foretold that at half-past 9 
o’clock in the morning the doors of the great 
hal) would be promptly thrown open for the ad- 
mission of the large number of delegates to the 
floor. In due time they would organize the 
Convention; t 11 o’clock the galleries would 
de opened to the impatient public, who might 
rush io and secure every available seat and 
every inch of standing room. The main 
floor was to de reserved for the 
missionaries, . or, in other words, the 
business men of the great Convention. It was 
understood that a goodly proportion of the 
scanty police force Would do their level best to 
preserve order and prevent confusion, both be- 
fore and after the doors were opened. Five 
minutes before the doors to the main hall were 
opened, an excited, struggiing mess of four 
delegates assembled, and at half-past 9, as the 
doors were formally swung open by the javitor. 
they jammed themselves through the opening 
into the large audience room, where, happily, 
owing to the superior facilities offered, they 
were not uncomfortably crowded. One 
might bave judged from looking at the 
crowd gathered that Brick § Pomeroy 
hiniself was to address a mass-mecting 
upon the great question of the day for $75. The 
programme aleo stated that the Convention 
would be called to order on the tap of the noon 
bell, and that botel accommodations for the 
throngs of strangers bad been provided. The 
ball was cold, and the delegates were cold.

Ald. Lawler bolstered up the item as well as 
he could with a characteristic haraague. 

Ald. Pearsons ‘didn’t think the city was in 
condition to appropriate for more than two via- 
ducts this vear, and certainly the people were 
in no humor to be taxed to death for building 
viaducts, just as they were emerging from their 
troubles and getting in a condition to pay their 
taxes. 

Ald, Phelps remarked that it was right here, 
in the Council, that tax-fighter$ were made, and 
if the Council went on with tbis bill, appropri- 
ating money for needless expenses as it had 
done, he shouldn't blame anybody for tax-ficht- 
ing. In fact, it would bea man’s duty, under 
such circumstances, to fight his taxes, and the 
Alderman would do the same himself. 

But the motion to reconsider was lost, and 
the item stood. '

DREDGING THE HARBOR, ETC., 
which had been temporarily passed at another 


meeting. 5 
Ald. Tuley said he understood that practically 


no dredging had been done during the past 


year, and Mr. Chesbrough's estimate was that 
the sum of $80,000 was absolutely necessary to 
clean the river this year. His own opinion was 
thet there was no ‘use im appropriating money 
for other things, negiccting the necessary im- 
provement of the harbor, and thus causing an 
interruption to commerce. Hetherefore moved 
to make the item $50,000. 

Ald. Pearsons took the logical ground that 
the river was nothing but a sewer at present,— 
the main sewer of the city, in fact,—and if the 
Aldermen who were so much iu favor of sewers 
would give up $80,000 of their sewer appropria- 
tions for cleen'ng ont this main sewer he was 
willing to appropriate for ij in that way. 
{Laugbter. | 

Ald. Stauber tronically remarked that the 
Alderman was very good. 

Alda. Throop said the city’s interests and the 
interests of Chicago’s commerce demanded that 
the city keep the channel open, but ft was his 
opinion that $50,000 or $60,000 would be suffi- 
cient for this year. Some of the men would 
take scrip for their pay. and the material taken 
out of the river was also worth something to 
them. He moved, in conclusion, to add $50,000 
to the item. ; 

Ald. Cary favored taking 850,000 from some 
other appropriation and applying it to this item. 

Aid. Pearsons wanted somebody to tell him 
just what the city’s duty in regard to dredging 
he river was. If he understood it rightly, the 

k-owpers were expected to dredge in front 
of their property. 

Ald. Throop explained that the dock-owners 
were obliged to dredge for ouly twenty or thirty 
feet iu front of their docks, while the city was 
compelled to keep the ehannel open.

Timmediately commenced a personal inv 
tion, and, notwithstaadl ng the fact that — oe 
of Inspectors at Antwerp to the sound and good 
2 of the bams were furnished, I regret to say 

was compelled to admit that at least a portion 
was badly spoiled, but by closely interrogating the 
Inspectors as towhat they considered a spoiled 
bam, I oecame convinced that too sweeping à con- 
demnation had been made, and that they had con- 
fiscsted at least & portion of the meat on very in- 
sufficient grounds; as. however, most of it had d- 
appeared before I was notitied of the seizure,,I 
could not verify thie conviction by persona! inspee- 
tion nor disprove by positive testimony the state- 
ments of the City Inspectors. Consequently the 
parties aggrieved had to submit to the contiscation, 
und resort to legal process for damages against the 
parties in Antwerp. a 

From what I learn throngh reliable sources of 
the frequent arrival at the various ports of Europe 
of spoiled American hamwe and bacon, as well as 
grain, and especially Indian corn. I am strongly 
convin. ed tnat there mast be at least some at 
lack of care in preparing these articles of food for 
these markets, and that if we wishto hold this 
trade a better system of inspection must be.adopt- 
ed than that which now exists; for there ean be no 
doubt that much of this class of our merchandise 
is brought into great discredit, either by the neg- 
ligence or design of shippers, aided by certificates 
from their own paid Inspectors, and our foreign 
trade thereby greatly damaged, 

In the grain ana produce market of Chicago. and 
I believe in other similar markets of the United 
States also, the Doard of Trade appoints what is 
denominated its official Inspector; but it is a well - 
known fact that almost every exporting house has 
ite own paiddnspector, who is responsible to no 
other party than his employer for the manner in 
which he performs his duty, and that only in case 
of dispute between buyer ana teller; within the 
limits of the State, also, the Board-of-Trade In- 
spector interferes. 

For the inspection of wheat, itis true there are 
officers appointed for the State, but, beyond it terri- 
torial limits. at least in Europeau countries, the 
certificates of such Inspectors are not regarded as 
having an officia! character, and are consequently 
of no valne whatever as evidence in dieputed 
cases. 

It is greatly to be feared that many of tne ex- 
porters of our food products. buying these pro- 
visions as they generally do on the Board of rade. 
do not give that attention to their quality and 
preparation for shipmeyt they should do, and, as a 
consequence, often find themselves with an article 
on their bands Inferior to that for which * dar- 

ained, and, although by the regulations of these 

ards of Trade they have the right to refuse such 
a delivery, being bonnd by foreign contract to de- 
liver withi 
they resort to many questionable measures in 
order to cover the defects of their injudicioas pur - 
chases. 
Indeed, so frequently do our exports now arrive 
in Europe badly packed, spoiled, or otherwise in 
an inferior cendition, that purchasers have ceased 
| to attach any importance to certificates of inspec- 
tion, and nedge themselves with conditions of de- 
livery. which greatly complicate trade and deter 
many honest men from embarking in it. 

As our exporters of this food are now making 
unprecedented efforts to supply the markets of 
Europe, their fature success, notwithstanding the 
superior natural advantages they enjoy, will great- 
ly depend npon the character and quality of the 
merchandise they offer upon them, and as much of 
our grain at least must necessarily now be sold by 
sample, | am inclined to beheve that some system 
of inspection having a Goveroment character would 
not only secure greater care and honesty in foreign 
shipments and give a bigher eanction to American 
bills of iadipg, but would also greatly diminish the 
cases of dispute between shipper aud purchaser 
that now so “frequently occur. If the 
California wheat recently sold by sample 
in English markets had been thoroughly inspected 
by an official holding bis appormmtment from the 
General Government, itis probable that the true 
cause of its undergrading would have deen much 
more easily ascertained, and the parties in fault 
much more readily discovered, and if all aur ex- 

rtsof what are known as food produce were 
subject to the surveillance of Government inspec- 
tion before shipment toa foreign country. I cannot 
but think better results would follew under 
the present system. 

As to the practicability of changing the present 
mode of inspection, I would respectfully suggest 
that in my opinion the fees now paid private and 
irresponsible Inepectors of this class of merchan- 
dise would amply defray all the expense of such 
duties performed by s Government Inspector 
at each of the Custom-Houwses of the 
United States. 3 & probable that 
there are good and valid reasons of which I am 
ignorant why the General Government should not 
undertake this duty. but assuming that there are 
not. I do not believe that any measure connected 
with our trade would inspire greater confidence in 
foreign parchasers of this clase of our products 
than the appointment dy the General Government 
of responsible Inspectors to certify asto quality 
and fitness for shipment before leaving our ports. 
Nor do I believe any other mesure would se surely 
tend to obviate the disputes already referred to, or 
guard against the occasions of their occurrence.

It is known to the reputable provision 
dealers, and especially to those who cure and 
deal in hams, that there is a class of middle- 
meu who buy up lots of poor-quality hams and 
other meats, wherever they cap get them, 
and, placing some fictitious brands on 
them, sbip them to European mar 
kets, where buyers’ readily receive them 
because they are offered at a little lower rate 
than standard brands of similar productions. 
There are in Ch honest dealers in provis- 
jons who are Well aware of the abuses com- 
pees of, and they say the fault lies with the 

uropean buyer, who will receive poor stock 
because he can get it at a less rate than the bet- 
ter qualities, which bear the brands of reputa- 
ble packers and dealers. it is scarcely likely 
that the Committee an Provision Inspection 
will make any recommendation fn the way of 
legislation or inspection in view of the 
as above stated, and about all they can do is to 
point out the abuses and warn the buyersin for- 
eign markets to handle none but the 
productions, which are pret advertised ip

THE COUNTY BUILDING. 


Saturday will be arraingment-day in the 
Criminal Court. 

The March Grand Jury will not be impaneled 
until the 17th,—St. Patrick's Day. 


The first county bonn was sold yesterday, it 
being of the denomination of $500. There were 
quite a number’ of. inquiries for bonds of a 
smaller denomivation, but they are not yet 
ready. The $500 bonds can be had in quantities 
to suit upon application to the County Treas- 
urer. 

Anticipating the end of the Lamb murder 
trial, the Clerk of the Criminal Court has pre- 
pared the term calendar commencing with to- 
morrow. Au effort will be made to clear the 
jail as far as possible before any of the other 
murder cases are called. 

The Committee on Public Charities was in 
session yesterday afternoon, auditing bills and 
listening to applications for passes. They 
are granting very few now, and only in the most 
extreme cases. They say to all rejected appli- 
cants, however, thats the Poor-House is open to 
them, and this generally suffices torelieve them 
of any further trouble. I! a pauper despises 
anything it is the Poor-House. | 


The Medical Superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum reports tliat thag institution is over- 
crowded, aud that to accommodate the inmates 
he has to spread sixty beds on the fldor every 
night. He suggests as a means to better ac- 
commodate the inmates, and separate the par- 
tially restored from the meurable and desperate, 
that an addition be erected to the Poor-House 


at once, which he gays could be done with little 


cost, and it would give him the accommodations 
the patients so much need. 


Sheriff Hoffmann says, in reference to the pill 
recently introduced in the Legislature to con- 
tract for feeding the prisoners in the jail, that 
he has been expecting some such move, and that 
it would be pagsing strange if that body did not 
do some foolish things before it got through. 
He says, however, that he cares nothing about 
the matter, and that the Legislature will have 
to repeal the existing statutes, wuich the bill in 
question does not propose to do, before it will 
affect him in any way. 


The County Board a week or two ago allowed 
the Coroner some extra help, and increased the 
salaries of some of his emploves, and some of 
the members are now very much astonished to 
see thatofficer placing them on his juries. They 
cite one case in the last few davs where two of 
his employes served as jurors in à very impor- 
tant case. The matter is beyond the controi of 
the Board, of course, but not beyond that of the 
Coroner. While there is nothing positively 
wrong about the practice, if it exists, it will not 
tend to improve the efliciency of the oilice or 
suppress unfavorable criticism. 

THE SUPPORT OF PADPERS. 

The question of abandoning: out-door relief 
and having each town in the county support its 
own paupers came up in the Board a week ago, 
and, on account of some legal obstacles, was re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee to investi- 
gate and report. Mr. Seone introduced the 

uestion, and thought at the time there was no 

oubt as to the power of the Board, but the law 
appears, literally construed, to define how the 
towns, after having agreed to support their | 
poor, may returo to the county system, as now 
in vogue, but is silent as to how the support of 
the paupers can be placed on the towns, etc., 
where the county system prevails. ‘The statute 
on the subject reads: That the County Board 
of any county that has heretofore adopted, or 
may hereaiter adopt, the se te support of 
paupers, may, etc., etc. statutes further 
provide that where the towns are supporting 
their poor, that upon a petition of twenty voters 
from a majority of the towns of the county, the 
County Board shall submit the question of the 


separate support of the poor to the voters at 


some general election. More than this the law 
does not say. With Cook County the facts are, 
that no system of supporting the poor has been 
adopted, separate or otherwise, hence the Board 
is powerless. Besides this, the statutes do not 
provide for returning to the support by towns, 
but the attention of the lawmakers seéms to 
have been all the other way. To abandon the 
County Agent’s office, then, or leave the towns, 
the people, or the Board to say whether the poor 
sbali be maintained by towns or not, some legis- 
lation appears to be necessary, and ought to be 
had. The people shouid at least have the option 
of saying how they will support the poor. 
THE COUNTY ATTORNEY’S sr. LOUIS ”’ TRIP. 
County-Attorney Willett was back from St. 
Louis ’’ vésterday, and acknowledges that Tur 
TRIBUNE was right in its surmises about his 
stopping off atSpringfield. His special business 
there was to talk up a bill be had prepared to 
authorize the County Board to issue the proposed 
Court House bonds in dénominations as low as 
$25,—that is, the $450, which have not as yet 
been ordered issued. e thinks that the bill 
will speedily become a law, and is satisfied that 
whatever opposition there was to it has been 
partly done away with. While there he 
also looked after the status of the num- 
erous bills pending touching the County 
Board, etc., but accomplished very little, ex- 
cept to learn that there was a disposition to 
smother the most of them in the hands of the 
rinter for some cause or another, What is 
snown asthe Citizens’ Association bill, how- 
ever, be says, extends the authority of the Bourd 
beyond what it now is, and also clothes each 
Commissioner with power that none of them 
would now think of assuming. Among other 
wers it adds to the individual Commissioner 
to let contracts in the name of the county in 
amounts not to excee $500. As against this 
bill is the one of Mr. Ibomas, alreaay re- 
terred to in these columns, which divests 
the Commissioners, as individuals, of all powers 
whatever. The bill is not new in the sense that 
it affects the powers of the Commissioners, but 
it attaches a penalty and probibits the doing of 
that which there is no authoritv in law for doing 
now, and he believes most of the Commission- 
ers are in favor of it as against the other bill. 
He also saw Attorney-General Edsa!l in refer- 
ence to the per diem of the Commissioners, and 
discussed with him his late opinion on the sub- 
ject, taking issue with him especially on the 
qu.stion of whether a Commissioner was a 
county officer” or not. He thinks he half 
persuaded Mr. Edsall to bis way of thinking, 
but the“ opinion”’ had gone forth and could not 
be recalled. Mr. Eusall, he says, was anxious 
to have the question taken to the Supreme 
Court, and Mr. Willett has advised the Com- 
missioners that such a course is best, and they 
will, no doubt, act upon it.

As 
surmised, itis tolerably certain that the game 
gang committed all the recent robberies of that 
character, and in its entirety makes up one of 
the largest and most desperate bands of villains 
that has ever infested this city. A few members 
of it are already in the County Jail upon various 
charges. Should everything workin the favor 
of the police an exposure of unusual magnitude 
will certainly be made within the next few days.

THE CHARGE AGAINS£ JUSTICE FOOTE. 

There was a mention ia yesterday morning's 
paper of the fact that a suit had been com- 
menced against Justice Foote, before Justice 
Salisbury, for the purpose of recovering the 
amount of certain fees alleged to have been 
wroogfully collected by him. The facts in the 
case, according to the compl unant, are substan- 
tially as follows: A man by the name of M.

lar or 30 to the Justice for uncollected 
fees. According to the allegation of complain- 
ant, the fees which should have been charged 
under the law amounted to $12.70, which, after 
paying the judgment of $31, would have left 
$2.99 for the defendant Fee. This question as 
to the legality or illegality of certain fees is one 
which the courts must decide, not a paper, 
There are, however, according to the statements 
of the prosecution, : 

CERTAIN OTHER COMPLICATIONS OF FIGURES 
which are very puzzling. This man Fee owed 
some money to a young lawyer by the name of 
Helm. He, it is alleged, told Helm that he had 
paid a certain amount into court on this garnishee 
IN and that there must be something 
eft over, which Helm could have. 80 Helm 
went down to the court to find the status ot 
Fee’s account there, and was furnished with 
certain memoranda sbowing the amounts paid 
in and the amounts charged as costs in the va- 
rious suits against Fee,—for Fee, it appears, was 
a reluctant payer. ‘Phere were, in all, eight 
different processes agaivst him to bring him 
into court: First, the original one, and then 
they yanked him up on various other occasions 
when he was backward about paying; and on 
nearly all of these occasions he paid something 
into court. Subsequently the pluintiff’s attor- 
neys obtained from Mr. Foote’s clerk a transcript 
giving ‘the docket number of each of these cases, 
and, in a lump sum, the fees of the Justice and 
the Constable. Ata later period a full tran- 
script was obtained from the Justice, signed by 
him, giving the.itemizea ficures in each of these 
cases. As a general thing, the three disagree, 
and it is these discrepancies that caused sur- 
prise and puzzlement.

ALD. PEARSONS. 
HIS COURSE INDORSED. 

Monday evening a committee from the First 
Ward Republicdn Club, composed of Messrs. 
Abner Taylor, D. J. Wren, D. J. Lyon, and oth- 
ers, called upon Ald.

Without a Council as bonest as it has been il- 
lastrious, the efforts of the city's Cnicf Magistrate 
would have been nugatery, and, lke the golden- 
colored fruit of the Nile, would have yielded only 
ashes to the hope. That the Administration of 
Mayor Heath stands to-day as unexceptionable is 
largely due to the fact that to sanction his every 
effort he found a Council willing and able to or 


dain. The Council is the heart of the metropolis. 


‘Into every vein and artery of iis various depart- 


ments it pours out retrencament or extravagance, 
and thereby builds up or destroys. 

in these days of polttical degeneracy it is ex- 
ceedingly rare that a public officer is saluted upon 
bis retirement with approval and the plaudits of 
his entire constituents, regardless of party affilia- 
tion; it is at this day an equally rare virtue 
to find an official who has fearlessly and 
honestly met all the arduous requirements of bis

The plans for fitting up the 
basement to accommodate the Post-Office have 
been approved at Washington, and the formal 
letters announcing that fact and order- 
ing the basement to be put in 
readiness AS soon as possible are 
expected to-day. The plans for the completion 
of the building, drawn by Mr. Schuman while 
bere, are also to be carried out, and will be here 
in the course of ashorttune. If all the plans 
are here by April 1,—and there is every reason to 
believe they will be, and that everything will be 
in readiness to begin afresh by that time,—Gen. 
McDowell is confident in bis ability te get — 
building ready for occupancy by Jan. 1, 1880. 
The work on the basement will begin in a very 
few aays,—the preliminary cl up in the 
ard and the preparatory shifting- around 
as already begun,—and the Post-Office folks 
can step into their new quarters about the first 
week in April. All things considered, Chicago 
is in a fair way to be provided at last with 
decent Government quarters. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

INVESTIGATING THE BOOKS AND ACCOUNTS. 

The Directors of thé Board of Trade held an- 
other regular weekly Star-Chamber meeting yes- 
terday afternoon that lasted nearly three bours, 
and when the agony was finally over they were 
close-mouthed as oysters, and did not vouchsafe 
any information to the reporters for the benefit 
of their sovereigns, the members of the Board 
of Trade. As usual, however, Tus TRIBUNE is 
enabled to post them on the doings of the 
servants. With two or three exceptions, all th 
Directors were on hand, and President Dow oc- 
cu pied the chair. The Committee appointed to 
examine the books and business affairs gener- 
ally of the Board eres rogress, and was 
granted further time. Several ks were taken 
up out of the Secretary’s officc,—a fact that was 
signiticant,—and they were examiped for the 
purpose of satisfying some one that everything 
was al) O. K. The same some one was evident- 
ly intent on delving down deep intothe affairs 
of the Directory, and the Secretary, with a view 
to obtaining all the information possible as to 
the economy or extravagance of the manage- 
ment, and thereanent came the music. There 
is a strong feeling on the Board that it is paying 
too much for its whistle, as Ben Franklin wou 
remark if he were on this hemisphere, and the 
representatives of that feeling in the Directory 
a”: endeavoring to get at the true iuwardness 
of the management. It will require a pretty 
thorough going-over of the books and accounts 
to see just how matters do stand, and it may be 
found that the cry of ** Wolf“ bas been a little 
premature, and we Board’s business has been 
cuuducted as economically as any similar insti- 
tution in the land. Meantime the inquisition 
will proceed.

NOTHING NEW IS TOLD. 
It says: “In all cases the light is due to the 
intandescence of the body, and the thermal 
regulator of the current is to be adjusted or 
made to act automatically to lessen the electric 
current before the same becomes sufficiently 
intense to injure the light-giving substance. 
This point will vary according to the material 
employed in the light. A cylinder of platina 
foil around a rod of lime gives an excellent 


light, and strips, wires, rods, beads, and pieces 


of iridium, osmium, 


ruthenium, , rhodium, 


titanium, and other metalg that fuse at a high 


temperature may be used,“ Mr. Séerrell says 
that the publication of this is a preach of trust 
on the parf of the French Patent Office. Both 
heiand Edison are indignant aboutit. It can- 
not burt them, however, because the facts had 
been already known. | 

The Sawyer lamp makes no progress either. 
This is the one in which Hugh McCulloch anda 
party of other bankers are interested. ‘The 
light is made by the incandescence pf a little 
rod of carbon, an isch long and one-eighth of 
an inch iu diameter, in a sealed globe contain- 
ing nitrogen., The light, like that of Edison’s, 
is extremely beautiful. It would be of the 
greatest value to the world if a light like either 
of them could be introduced to our dwellings. 
But Sawyer has bis troubiea, like the others. It 
appears to be almost impossible to get all the 
oxygen out of his globe. Oxygen is now bis 
only enemy. Latterly he has been trying the 
pian of filling his globes with mercury and ad- 
mitting the nitrogen tbrough the mercury, and 
ot sealing up the bases en with wax. But 
oxygen remains in spite of all the precautions 
taken. It is thought, as atmospheric air is 
ali pervasive, that the carbon itself contains a 
trace of it, and the oxvgenin that small quan- 
tity of air is enough to cause the carbon to be 
consumed gradually when it is heated to intense 
incandescence. if all oxygen could ds expelled, 
the lamp ought to last for an indefinite length 
of time. 

THE PROBLEM 


is how to get every trace of it out and keep it 
it out: One other trouble is the heat. The car- 
bon is treated to 10,000 deg. and perhaps 20,000 
deg. That heat must be carried off or the giass 
globe will crack in a draft, or the wax! which 
seals it will melt. Sawyer uses a large coil of 
metal within the globe or tube, which gathers up 
the heat, carries it to the metal plate forming 
the bottom of the lamp, and radiates it into the 
open air. This works pretty well, but not per- 
fectiy. The metal base is apt to get so hot as to 
melt the sealing-wax around the base of the 
globe. When it cools, the wax cracks and the 
sir caters. When the lamp is next lighted 
away goes the carbon in ten minutes, Sawyer 
has given many exhibitiong privately, and had 
prepared to give one the Ist of January. Fifty 
lamps were constructed especially for the pur- 
pose at his shop, on the corner of Elm and 
Walker streets, The glass globe was as small 
as the chimney of a student-lamp. On trying 
them the lamps got so hot as to be unmanagea- 
ble, and the exbibition has never come off. He 


and his partner, Man, are now trying a new form 


of globe, and gave a private exhibition of five 
lights about a week ago. That did very well 
fora private exhibition, hut Sawyer must ex- 
hibit fifty lights before people here will have 
much confidence in his invention. He has never 
yet shown more than five, and does not claim to 
have burned more than seventeen at once, re- 
quiring six-horse power for his seventeen. 
TO SUM IT ALL UP, 


although six months bade passed since the 
final agitation about the electric light, no vne 
has yet produced a light which he is willing at 
present to put into a private house, Nothing 
whatever is being done here about introducing 
any light except the great ones, to factories, 
ship-yards, und parks. Three more or less 
promising ideas are under) experimept, but the 
one man who was most tle bope of the public 
in this field of experiment has died in the ef- 
fort to make genera! lighting practicable, and 
the progress of his work in that directiontis 
totally interrupted. That is the exact situation 
now. f 
It may be interesting to Chicago readers to 
say something about the recent recoyery-in gas 
stocks here. Edison's firgt striking aunounce- 
ment was made along about the middle of Sep- 
tember last. It was followed bya rapid decline 
in gas stocks, due solely to the panic among the 
owners of such shares, and to the fact that large 
lots were thrown on the market by the genfle- 
men who formed the electric lighting companies, 
and who made haste to get rid of what they 
thought would soon be warthless. The decline 
reached its lowest point about the middle of 
December. It was then seen that there was lit- 
tle or no cause for alarm. Prices began to re- 
cover. People bOught back their own shares, 
and every week now shows an improvement.

Why the Diplomats Were Entertained at the. 


White House—High Old Questions of Eti- 
quette-—-President Hayes and the Press- 
Magnificent Entertainment—Ball by the 
_Mexiean Minister—Music in the Morning 
Farewell Suppers of the Politicians—Ban- 
ishment of Desks from the Hall of the 
House- Cabinet Officers on the Fioor—The 
Camerons Never Forget — Disappointed

| Topics.

| Wasainerton, D. C., March 2.—The fasbiop- 
able season of 7879 expired by limitation on 
Ash Wednesday morning, having ended like an 
éxhibition of fireworks, in ablaze of glory at 
the White House.

Their high and mighty sovereigns, they said, con- 
formed to the long-established ler non seripta 
of inviting the representatives of foreign Powers 
to dine early in each year. This custom bad 
been followed in this country since the days of 
Washington, and one of the reasons given a few

the last crotchet by those who are always want- 
ing to try something new. But this adoption of 
a British fashion was tried, in 1861, after earnest 
solicitations by Representative Miles, of South 
Carolina, before he seceded with his State. The 
oaken desks and chairs were taken into the gal- 
leries of the old hail and stacked up. Oaken 
settees were arran in semi-circular rows in 
front of the Speaker's chair, taking up about 
ove-half of the space which the chairs and tables 
had occupied. In the two corners of the hall. 
behind the settees, were large tables, supplied 
with stationery. ‘The new arrangement was in 
readiness for the extra session which was com- 
meuced July 4, 1861. but it became unpopular 
and a resolution was adopted ordering the 
restoration of the chairs and desks. ‘The settees 
now grace the chapel at the Insane Asylum. 
ANOTHER EUROPEAN NOTION 


which some Congressmen are endeavoring to 
naturalize is to have the Secretaries, who are 
constitutional advisers of the President, sit in 
the House of Representatives that they may 


be in readiness to respond on the floor to any - 


calls for information concerning their respective 
departments of the Government. Now, mother 
countries itis the function of the Legislature 
to¢ontrol and change the Cabinet, and as the 
offiters composiug it are expected to resign 
when censured, it would not be right to trv and 
condemn them without the opportunity of selt- 
defense. But the Constitution of the United 
States makes the head of a Department the 
servant and subordinate of the President, who is 
the responsible party, and studiously keeps the 
Executive and Legislative branches of the Gov- 
ernment apart. The Secretaries cannot now 
respond to written calls tor information con- 
cerning their respective departments without 
referring the call to some bureau officer who has 
the matter in charge for information. It they 
had to pass every afternoon during the session 
sitting in the House, they would know less about 
what was going on in their respective depart- 
ments than they do now, and they would not be 
able, when questioned, to give much informa- 
tion.

HOW PARIS 18 GOVERNED. 


Complicated and Costly Machinery—Some 
Wise Features, Some Otherwise. 

Paris, Feb. 14.—“ Municipal Paris”? might be 
a suitable title for a large work, as Paris is a 
province by itself. I have often wondered why 
this book has not been written. We hve in 
Paris, we enjoy its beauty, its splendors, and we 
hardly know how it is really administered and 
governed. Paris seems like that Princess of the 
fairy tales who was dressed and undressed ever'y. 
day by iovisible hands. The apparent govern- 
ment of Paris—! mean its Prefect and bis Manic- 
ipal Council—are only, so to speak, the figure- 
head of the ship which has bad tor its motto 
since the middle ages ** Fluctuat, nee mergitur.”’ 
I should like to show you what there is behind 
this visible government, what there isin the 
ship itself. ¢ 

Every three years the inhabitants of Paris 
elect, by universal suffrage, Municipal Council- 
lors; there are in all eighty such Councilors. 
Their very tit shows them to be distinct from 
the administrators. They are only chosen to 
vote the supplies and to supervise the employ- 
ment of the public money. Their only check 
on the administrators is to vote more or less 
money, and thisis only true of the expenses 
which are called optional, for there are many 
which are of an obligatory character, and which 
can, in consequence, be incurred without their 
sanction. The sittings of the Municipal Coun- 
cil, which take place now ein the Palace of the 
Luxembourg, are not public, but a short ac- 
count of the proceedings is sent to the news- 
papers. They take place every two days. The 
Council is subdivided into many committees; it 
is always presided over by the Prefect, who rep- 
resents the Central Government of the Admin- 
istration. 

It is quite clear that a city like Paris, which 
has av annual budget of more than forty mill- 
ions of doliars, which has a foreign floating pop- 
ulation of 100,000 men, which corf€ains, though 
it is not nominally the political capital of the 
country, all that constitutes an intellectual, an 
artistic, a scientific capital, cannot be governed 
in the same way as alittle municipality. Paris 
has an imperial character, if I may use a word 
now so much employed in Engiand; it ought to 
be governed by the Chambers rather than by a 
Council named by the arrondissements of Paris. 
London is really now administered by Parlia- 
ment; the vestries of the parishes and the goy- 
ernment of the city have been to a great exient 
superseded by great boards which are directly 
under the control of Parliament. In France we 
have never considered elective Chambers as 
capable of a) good administration; we hayea 
political administration and a technical admin- 
istration. ‘The Prefect of Paris represents what 
I call the political administration; he 
is appointed by the Minister of the Interior, who 
is practically chosen by the Chambers. Inso 
far the Prefect depends on the Chambers; he is 
a political personage, be rises and falls with a 
Cabinet; but while his origin may be said to be 
political, his powers depend only op certain laws 
which are not changed by a mere caprice. When 
he is sitting in his Presidential chair he repre- 
sents a whole body of administrative disposi- 
tions; he has the executive power, and all the 
vagaries of the Municipal Councillors do not 
trouble him in the least. He is all the more 
strong that behind him stands what I have 
called the technical administration, a branch 
which has nothing political in its character; it is 
entirely independent of politics. I open, for in- 
stance, alittle book, a mere Annuaire of the 
Ministry of Public Works,” and I find a cha 
ter called “ Direction of the Works of Paris 
and of the Department of the Seine’; and 
1 find a list of as many as thirty-six 
engineers of the Ponts et Chansseces, 
all pupils of the Polytechnic School, ali baving 
risen in the various offices which appertain to 
our Department of Public Works, all having a 
tenure of office quite independent of the po- 
litical parties. At the head of the list I sce the 
famous M. Alphand, the creator of the new Bois 
de Boulogne, the friend of M. Haussmann, the 
author of the great work Les Promenades de 
Paris M. Alphand was a favorite of Napoleon 
III., who tried to transform Paris compietely; 
but whatever our radical Municipal Councillors 
may think of him, they cannot touch bim as an

can do. 


incompetent nor dishonest. Each time that a 
question comes before the Council affecting the 
works of Paris the Prefect summons M. 
Alphand; the great engineer explains his proj- 
ects, his plans, discusses, takes bis notes, and. 
the best thing the Counctlors can do is to open 
— ears to the speeches of so great au au- 
ority. 

This great Department of the Works of 
ris, which is really entirely in the 
hands of thirty-six engineers of the State, 
all well-trained, incorruptible men, who cannot 
get promotion except by merit or seniority, is 
subdivieed into six sections: First, public 
streets, public and private lighting, temporary 
concessions on the public streets, plantations in 
line, construction of sewers. This section: has 
ten engineers. Second, promenadesand planta- 
tions, permanent concessions on the publie do- 
main, control of carriages. This section has 
eight engineers. Third, water and sewers, der- 
ivation of springs, artesian wells, water-pipes, 
and aqueducts, distribution in Paris, canals, 
drainage, utilization of the sewerage, irriga- 
tions. This section has thirteen engineers. 
Fourth, municipal railways in and out of Paris. 
Fifth, creation of the Parisian Cemetery of 
Mery-sur-Oise. Two engineers. Sixth, Paro- 
chial road ser ce of the Department of the 
Seine. All the men who are placed in these va- 
rious services represent what I have called the 
technical administration. They do not change 
when the political administration changes. 
There are, in consequence, two conservative ele- 
ments to be found in our Municipal Govern- 
ment; the first is the character of the laws, 
which give an overruling power to the Prefect 
in almost all possible conflicts between him and 
the Councilors; the second is the natural in- 
fluence of the technical administrators, who are 
well trained men, and who hola their offices 
by virtue of their science and their personal 
ability. i have only spoken so far of the Pre- 
fect of the Seine; but there is another adminis- 
trator, the Prefect of Police. In an ordinary 
township the Mayor has all the powers which 
in Paris are divided between the two Prefects. 
The Prefect of Police is, in a great capital, an 
imperial officer; he centralizes, so to speak, the 
police of the whole country, Crime will always 
try to conceal itself in cities like London and 
Faris; our forcats liberes 2 ys con Victs) 
are forbidden tolive in Paris, but they constantly 
try toget back to it. Ihe politica! police, which 
is indispensable in a country like France, has its 
centre in Paris. The Prefect of Police is always 
appointed by the Government of the day; he is 
essentially a political administrator, but non- 
elective, and during bis tenure of office he be- 
comes really a sort of Magistrate. In that ca- 
pacity he is in daily communication with the 
Public Prosecutor of the tribunal of Paris (the 
L’rocureur General) and the Minister of Justice. 
In bis own prefecture, behind his army of police- 
men and gendarmes, he holds a power which is 
To give 
you a mere list of the various services of the 
Prefecture of Police would be very long. All I 
wish to show here is the complete independence 
of this Imperial service of the Municipal Coun- 
cil of Paris. 

The municipal police of Paris has 7,756 agents 
(iu that number are 6,500 common policemen), who 
received in 1878 a sum of 12,167,850 francs. The 
policemen received of that sum 10,268,000; they 
are besides equipped and uniformed, and 
receive each an indemnity of 185 francs 
lor lodging. There are in Paris 
cighty-one Police Commissioners (called 
Commissaires), with as many secretaries, who 
cap replace them at certain hours. You recog- 
nize the Commissaire by a little tricolor flag 
hanging over the door, and in the night by a red 
lanteru. ‘These men are extremly important. 
Their services cost the City of Paris in the year 
1878 the sum of.1,120,100 francs. * ‘The Commis- 
sioner’s powers are almost uulimited; all the 
persons arrested by the police in the streets and 
in bouses are first brought before him; he makes 
a proces-verbal of the declaration of the police- 
man and of all the interested parties, and sends 
these reports every day to the Prefecture of Po- 
lice. Many family quarrels end iu his presence, 
—disputes between gentlemen and servants, 
etc. The Commissioner is, in fact, a sort of 
Justice of the Peace, an arbiter; he has no judi- 
cial powers, and cannot himself inflict any pun- 
ishrnent, but hecan, by bis advice, stop many 
affairs at the beginning. He knows the 
secrets of most bouses; and it is only 
due to justice to say that these 
modest servants of the city have always proved 
worthy of thegreatest confidence, But, though 
they are paid out of the municipal budget, it 
would be a great mistake to think that thes are 
appointed by the Municipal Council. ‘They are 
not even appointed by the Prefect of the Seine. 
They belong tothe great Department of Justice, 
and are chosen by the Keeper of the Seals, as 
the Minister of Justice is still called, and their 
promotion depends chiefly on their own direct 
chief, the Prefect of Police. The Commissioner 
is as independent of the electors of his quarter 
as a man may well be; he is the representative 
of law and order, and he has nothing to fear 
from anybody in the exercise of his important 
functions. ‘the Cabinet of the Prefect of Police 
has three departments, called Bureaux. ‘The 
first is almost wholly political, and conse- 
quently a part of its expense is paid by the 
State. This Bureau has to see to the salety 
of the head of the State, to collect ioforma- 
tion about secret socicties, plots, refugees, 
strangers, and secret associations. It also 
has to collect political documents which 
may have some counection with the safety 
of the country. The second Bureau has in its 
functions whatever relates to great public 
crowds,—festivities, races, reviews, theatres, 
concert-rooms, placards in the streets, ctc. ‘The 
third Bureau has to examine all the national 
and foreigu newspapers with a view to the dis- 
covery of criminals and abseutees. Outside 
of these services come nine Bureaux belonging 
to the great divisions of the Prefecture proper. 
‘their names will suffice to gire an idea of their 
work: Arrests and expulsions; legal curveil- 
lauce; prisons, passports, and lodging-houses; 
lupatic asylums; assistance of children, nurses; 
provisioning of Paris; navigation of the river; 
Bourse; police of the steets and carriages; fires: 
sanitary police, 

You see by these meré names that the Prefec- 
ture of Police is not solely devoted to the police. 
It is, in reality, a part of the executive of the 
city. There are, so to speak, two Mavors of 
Paris. In the budget of the City of Paris, as 1 
will show, figures the budget of the Prefecture 
of Police, though this last is paid partly by the 
city and partly by the State.

Walking Matches—Brutal Torture of Women. 
New York Nation, . 

The sport of long-distance and consecutive- 
period walking bas within the past few months 
become a popular athletie entertainment. Wes- 
ton is now engaged in attempting to perform 
tne nearly impossible teat of walking 2,000 miles 
in 1,000 hours over English country roads, while 
a female pedestrian has in this country lately 
accom plisned 2,700 miles in 2,700 consecutive 
quarter hours over a sawdust course, and sever- 
al other women are now trying to beat her by 
doing 3.000 miles in 3,000 quarter hours. The 
Saturday Review calls attention to the fact that 
these tests of enduragce bave been imported 
inte England from this country, and charitably 
suggests that, inasmuch as they began to be- 
come popular in the United States at about the 
time of the enfrauchisement of the negro, one 
fact may explain the other; the negro no longer 
being available tor the gratafication of our inhu- 
manitv and cruelty, we have developed the new 
form of pedestrianism to supply us with a sort 
of public “ nigger,’ whose {bodily sufferings and 
anguish we may get the same pleasure from that 
we used to get from the writhings of the African 
under the lash. Unfogtunately for this igge- 
niou s suggestion, the sport was invented, 
or at any rate has been chiefiv developed, in the 
free and enlightened North. We fear that noth- 
ing short of an inborn love of cruel amuse- 
ments will explain the phenomenon. There is 
in the spectacle itself absolutely nothing of the 
slightest interest. In almost all other sports 
there is some rivalry, some struggle, or an exhi- 
bition of the human form brought toa high 
pitch of muscular perfection; in this there is 
nothing but a woman, dressed in short skirts, 
her legs incased in some kind of worsted hose, 
walking-monotonously round a sawdust ellipse, 
about which sit a number of stolid spectators, 
who every now and then break out, apparently 
without thyme or reason, into frantic applause. 
After walking round a certain number of times 
she goes off into a room, where sbe falls asleep. 
After a certain number of days of this her feet 
begin to swell and become painiul; later on she 
begins, it is said, to see visions, and walks 
round in a sort of dream, like those 
which people dying of hunger and 
thirst have; at any rate, she can 
barely stand upright, and has to be forced up to 
her work. When she finally teaves the track, 
she is in a condition which makes continuous 
medical attendance a necessity to save her life. 
We confess we cannot see why such brutal ex- 
hibitions as this should be allowed in a civilized 
community. It is nothing more nor less than a 
public trial by slow torture, which does not ad- 
vance athictic sports in the least; for the actual 
walking done in these sawdust rings is not, as 
walking, good for anything. Three thousand 
quarter miles in 3,000 quarter hours is at the 
rate of twenty-four miles in twenty-four hours, 
which, with regular intervals of sleep, anybody 
It is, in fact, in a new form, a revival 
of the medieval torture of preventing a person 
from getting his sleep foralong time. It is 
immeasurably below prize-fichting, bull-fight- 
ing, and a number of other cruel sports which 
the poiice 1 1 up. The curious 
part of it is, that t lasts so long a time 
that the cate-money taken in reachesa largo 
sum, and a woman mary, if she can accomplish 
the feat, earn a small fortune. The subject is 
one which those who are in in woman’s 
rights, and in the prevention of cruelty, might 
look into with advantage. 


What a Reporter Saw While Making a 
Tour of the Wards. 


How the Iästitution Is Managed by the 
Medical Board in Charge. 


A Decided Opposition to the Empldttnent of 
a Medical Director, 


A reporter for Taz TrRisvng paid a visit to 
the County Hospital yesterday afternoon, and 
spent a couple of bours in looking over the 
departments, being accompanied by Drs. Isham 
and Lee, two of the attending Surgeons on the 
Board of Physicians. By the way, all the read- 
ers may not understand the full meaning of 
this term, and therefore it may be well to ex- 
plain before describing the appearance of the 
Hospital under its change of management. 

The Medical Board consists of thirteen mem- 
bers, supposed ta be culled from among the 
very best practicing physicians of the city, as 
rollows: Four attending physicians, 
five attending surgeons, two of each 
being ou duty six months, and 
then relieved by the others; one attending ocu- 
list, on duty continually, two attending eyne- 
cologists, Who attend to the treatment of dis- 
eases peculiarto women, and one curator or 
pathologist, also on duty continuously. The 
Board aj present consists of Drs. Jose Ross, 
William k. Quine, Thomas Bevan, and 8. A. 
McWilliams, as attending physicians; Drs. 
Moses Gunn, Charies T. Parker, Ralph N. 
ishan, Edward W. Lee, and A. J. Baxter, as at- 
tending surgeons; Dr. S. D. Jacobson, as at- 
tending oculist; Drs. G. Hessert and, J. Guerin, 
as attending gynecologists; and Dr. Chris Fen- 
ger, as curavor. 

There are no fees, emoluments, or saleries 
connected with the Medical Board, but it is con- 
sidered a desirable situation to any practitioner 
fora number of reasons, among which are 
these: It enables a physician to avail himself 
of the advantages of practice in clinics, ete., is 
considered a mark of favor, as the appoint- 
ments are offered only to the best practicing 
physicians, and it enables one to make a pro- 
lessional reputation for himself, and conse- 
quently tends to advertise him and increase his 
business. So it is a position which is not slighted 
by the best medical men in the city; and 
the Board of County Commissioners, who are 
empowered to make the appointments, have 
their absolute choice among all the leading lu- 
minaries of the medical profession in the city. 

So much for the Medical Board, and now 
comes the internal mavagement of the Hospital. 
The applicants are generally received upon per- 
soval application and upon the recommendation 
of the County Agent, although the rules pro- 
vice that in extreme cases the discretion of the 
Warden may be exercised when a

at the institution requiring immediate treat- 
ment, upon the recommendation of the internes. 
or House Physicians and Surgeons, who reside 
in the building and look after the patients con- 
stantly. The patient upon arriving is recvived 
by the Warden, and an immediate examination 
is made by the House Physician, who states his 
complaint and assigns him toa ward, and he is 
registered, with bis name, residence, age, length 
of time with which he has been afilicted with 
the complaint, his financial resources, etc. 
Then the attending physicians are  notifi- 
fied, or the one to whom the case should 
properly go to; and if he is not a 
subject requiring immediate treatment, more 
than can be properly attended to be the interues, 
the attending physician or surgeon does not visit 
him until be makes his next aaily tour of the 
Hospital. If it should bea case requiring the 
imediate careful treatmentof an experienced 
medical man, he is sent for forthwith, and he 
hastens to the institution, the House Physician 
or Surgeon in the meantime doing all in his 
power to alleviate the disgress of the patient. 
in very severe cases a consultation is held. 

Theinternes, or House Physician and Surgeon, 
with their assistants, are appointed by the Board 
of Commissioners. at the recommendation 
of the Medical Board, and the appointees are 
medical students—craduates—who rank the 
highest in a competitive examination made 
in public. Their duties are very onerous, and 
they receive no other. compensation than their 
sabsistence during the term in which thev are 
employed. They are, in reality, students, whose 
only ambition is to acquire experience in some 
of the worst cases that the medical profession 
Las to deal with. 

When the County Board was reorganized, 
about the first thing the members did was to 
reorganize the County ee and appoint a 
new Warden and Matron. it was charged that 
there were many objectionable features connect- 
ed with the old management, aud many abuses 
which needed to be rectified. Mr. Mills was 
appointed Warden, and Mrs. Johnson, who 
was formerly connected with the detective 
torce of the city, was appointed Matron. After 
the appointment of Dr. lsham upun the Medi- 
cal Board, be discovered thet it had been the 
custom of local authorities ail over the North- 
west to send their sick poor to Chicago, and they 
drifted into the County Hospital, so that the in- 
stitution was uucomfortably filled with alien 
paupers. At the sugyession of the pbhysicien, 
this abuse was rectified, and the Warden was 
instructed to report all cases from outside Cook 
County back to the authorities whence they 
came, and ship them back at the earliest possi- 
bie time. Jois had a very good effect, inas- 
much as the wards were thinned out, thus giv- 
ing more comfort to our ayn unfortunate sick.

treatment in an institution ofyghis kind is ob- 
tained by inspecting the wards and noting the 
appearance of the patients themselves. The 
writer bad an opportunity of doing this yester- 
day, and went through all the wards in the 
surgical pavilion, accompanying Drs. Isham 4 
Lee as they made fheir professional rounds. 
Nearly every cot bore a sulferer, either from 
accident or chronic disease, in a large number of 
cases syphilitic. Here was one who held up the 
stump of a leg for the doctor’s inspec- 
tion, recently amputated; next him was 
a man withalimb so putrid from spontaneous 
mortification as to present a most sickening 
appearance, while a contrivance was erected 
over the foot of the bed for inundating the 
affected manber, and the attendants were only 
waiting for the poor fellow to rally sufficiently 
to endure an amputation. On the other side 
was a man with a fractured limb, to which was 
attached a heavy weight, consisting of several 
bricks, suspended from the foot of the cot by a 
cord, in order to relieve the pain caused by in- 
flanimation. On further was a man with all his 
toes amputated; still further, a man with his 
fingers off; another with both hands gone, the 
result of frost-bite. Dr. Isham told the reporter 
that he had sent one man out the day before 
with halt of bis jaw taken from him. 

Upon one cot lay a victim to an elevator acci- 
deut. He was but a young boy, probably 15 
years of age. He was in a critical condition. 
One of his limbs reposed in a tin tank elevated 
over the foot of his iron cot, without bandage 
of any sort, aud warm water was kept constant- 
ly dripping upon the afflicted member. The 
line of demarcation was plainly apparent, sbow- 
ing the boot from the toes half way to the ankle, 
as black and dead as it well equid be, and the 
limb to the knee was greatly discolored. A 
poor woman, aunt to the unfortunate boy, had 
met Dr. isham in the hallway before he en- 
tered the ward, and had besought him, with 
tears in her cyes, to save his foot from amputa- 
tion if possible, and the physician had promised 
to do ali that could be done. When he arrived 
at the cot whereon the sufferer lay and saw bis 
condition, be gently broke the news to the sor- 
rowing creature that it was no longer

Then it was decreed that no 
wornan in this state should be received unless she 
was actually in labor; but this was absurd, as 
it was a bad time to think about taking a wom- 
an to the Hospital after her labor pains had 
come upon ber, to say nothing about the loss of 
life that was likely to attend the removal. Thers 
had been much talk about the inhuman treat- 
ment of the woman who had recently been ad- 
mitted into the Hospital in the above-described 
condition, but the Doctor assured his listener 
that there had been nothing but the utmost del- 
icacy observed in attending to the cases. He 
knew this, for he was so well acquainted with 
the physicians having the cases iu charge that 
it was impossible that anything of such a nature 
as the charges expressed could have been done; 
it was not consonant with the usual treatment 
of patients by this class of physicians. 

In expressing his opinions still further, Dr. 
Isham thought it would be for the best inter-

A committee consisting of George M. How, 
E. B. Baldwin, and R. Warren will go to Spring- 
field, probably to-day, to pleall fora change 
in the grain inspection. They represent a 
large constituency of men in the trade who be- 
lieve that the imspection of grain should be 
placed in the hands of the Board of Trade, the 
same as is the inspection of provisions and other 
articles of produce. 

H. R. Jackson writes in Dornbusch of Feb. 10 
to the qifect that the hands of American ship- 
pers of wheat will soon be strengthened by two 
„ interruption in the supplies from Brit- 
ish farmers, who will be busy with spring 
tillage. Also, that Russia can scatcely forward 
any important supplies into the United King- 
dom for a couple of months, even if the dis- 
traction of the plague does not interfere with 
transit. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
less active and easier yesterday. Provisions 
were weak, though not so much so as on Monday, 
and wheat followed in the same track, other 
grain being also similarly affected, but all ¢losed 
firmer.

At 
first there was but ope favor among partners 
for the whole dance; but soon more than one 
was roduced; until now etiquette demands 
a different favor be provided for each fig- 
ure. During the present season the favors 
for a single figure cost as much as 
$500. Much Study and ingenuity have been ex- 
pended, not only in the designing of favors, but 
also in their arrangement, so as to produce a 
pleasing effect upon the guests. The business 
of supplying favors, like many other modes of 
ministering to the wants of the fashionable 
world, is controlled by Tiffany & Co. 

Mr. J. H. Whitehouse, the chief of the de- 
signing department of that firm, assured a re- 
porterof the World yesterday that the capricious 
demand for favors, 4nd the universal desire for 
ever fresh patterns, had of late taxed to the ut- 
most degree his ingenuity and that of his assist- 
ants. 

“We generally send one of our young artists 
up to thd house of the customer in order to ob- 
serve the colormg of the rooms and study ef- 
fects. We arrange the favors for the grand 
figure in the form of a tropby, but the fa- 
vors for. the otber figures are usually 
laid upon the piano or a table in the parlor, 
In arranging the trophy, the form of a circle or 
shield, or the coat-of-arms of the family, is se 
lected, according to circumstances; and the 
choice of colors in the favors is governed by a 
desire to produce a harmonious general effect. 
For a recent Fifth avenue German we arranged 
the colors in the trophy so as to produce a rain- 
bow. Generally, however, effects of a lower 
tone are preferred. Several vears ago houses 
were decorated with bright colors in the style of 
Louis XIV., but lately the low-tone effects, dur- 
ing many years a fashion in England, have come 
into vogue, and thus the trophies are made in 
conformity with such effects. 

„Ihe favors are generally distributed hap- 
hazard by the hostess; and one advantage there- 
by attained is that some young ladies who might 
be wall-flowers bloom in the ccntre of Terpsi- 
chore’s parterre. The matching of favors—es- 
pecially when they are of a comic naiure— 
often creates adeal of merriment. For ex- 
ample, at one German this winter, the favors 
were cards for gentiemen and long bows of 
different-colored ribbons for the ladies. On the 
corresponding favors were printed the reciprocal 
lines of different old nursery rhymes; for in- 
stance, upon one of the cards which hada pict- 
ure of a frog— A frog he would a-wooing go’; 


‘and on the bow tocorrespond, ‘Whether his 


mother would let him or no.’ The gentleman 
who received the card read the line aloud, and 
the lady whqhad the bow answered by reading 
the reciprocal line. At another German the 
gentlemen were given clay pipes bedecked after 
the Indian fashion with gay ribbon*, and each 
lady had a long plume ol peacock feathers, ‘The 
different manner in which the ladies arranged 
their plumes in their hair or dress produced a 
remarkable but pleasing effect. Atyet another 
Gerinan the ladies beld tambourines and the 
geatiemen flageolets. Ihe variously discord- 
ant soupds that were produced by these 
instruments caused shouts of laughter. 
In one instance there were arches 
hung witb little bells and decked with ‘ribbons, 
in imitation of the way in which sleigh-bells are 
arranged in Russia. Ihe arches were made to 
match in pairs, and were furnishea with large 
strips of ribbon for reins. In the marching 
figure of the dance the ladies were marshaled 
if fours, each pair holding one of the arches, 
and one gentleman holding a long whip made 
of three strips of different colored ribbon stood 
behind them bolding the reins. Then keeping 
time with the music they marched around the 
room, each gentleman holding four ladies in 
hand—or fillies, as Hood’s Cockney called /es 
filles. At another German the ladies were fur- 
nished with bows and arrows, and a target was 
placed in one end of the room, and then they 
pulled strings for partners. The lady making 
the best shot was allowed first choice, the next 
best the’second, and so on. These are ouly 
necessarily a few examples, but the variety fs, 
as vou may imagine, almost endless.”’ 

In reply to the inquiry whether there was any- 
thing new in the style of dmner cards, Mr. 
W hitebouse said that during this year most per- 
sons have been furnishing to him their own de- 
signs and bints for dinner cards, and that they 
were founded upon good-natured personalities. 
„As an example,“ be continued, ‘tat a recent 


| dinner on Madison avenue, given by four bache- 


lors who live together, the cards humorously 
represented some incident of the life of each 
lady and gentleman who was present. The din- 
ner partylwas a large one, aud on the card lor 
the lady who presided, she was represented as 
the ‘old woman who lived in a shoe.’ As the 
lady was young, handsome, and unmarried, the 
joke created a great deal of merriment. . An- 
other lady had acquired somewhat of a reputa- 
tion for betting with gentlemen and making 
one pf her curls the wager, and was placed 
in rather an embarrassing position ona yacht- 
ing trip last summer by having two gen- 
tlemen whom sbe unexpectedly met ade 
mand curls from her at the same time on the 
deck of the yacht. She was pictured on the 
card standing upon the deck handing a curl to 
each gentleman. One ofthe young gentlemen 
present not long before had come home rather 
late one night, and, to avoid makirg a noise on 
entering. liad taken off bis boots upon the 
stoop, where he unguardedly left one of them. 
A policeman passing some time before morning 
spied the boot and, with vague ideas of a burg- 
lary, rang the bell, which was answered by the 
young gentleman’s father.

The United Kingdom in the Year 1878, 
London Times. 

In the year 1878 there were 1,152,525 births 
registered in the United Kingdom, being at the 
rate of 84 per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion, which was 38,881, 966 in the middle of that 
year. The deaths registered in the United 
Kingdom in 1878 were 716,165, or 21.1 per 1,000 
population. The natural increase of population 
by excess of births over deaths was 436,360, or 
49.242 less than the excess iu 1577. The actual 
increase of population in 1878 cannot be ascer- 
tained, owing to there belng no complete rec- 
ords showing the balance between emigration 
and immigration. The Board of Trade report 
the emigration from the United Kingdom in 1378 
of 113,439 persons of British origin, being an 
increase of 2 per cent over the uvusu- 
ally small emigration of 1577. The increase 
in 1878 was 22 per cent in English, 34 in Scotch, 
und 27 in Lrish emigrants. Of the 118,439 British 
emigrants of 1878 there were 54,065 who loft for 
the United States, 36,057 for the Australian 
colonies, and 10,697 for British North America, 
each of these numbers showing a marked in- 
crease over the preceding year, The mean tem- 
perature of 1878, as shown at Greenwich Ob- 
servatory, exceeded the average in every one of 
the first ten months of the year, but there was

ber; the mean for the year was 49.7 deg., or 1.2 
deg. above the last thirty-seven years’ average. 
The rainfall at Greenwich in 1878 amounted to 
29.2 inches, measured on 166 days; this rainfall 
exceeded the average by neariy fourinches. The 
number of bours of bright sunshine registered 
at Greenwich Observatory in 1878 was 1,250, or 
28 ver cent of its possible duration, the sun be- 
ing above the horizon for 4,454 hours.

Cnrrcaco, March 4.—Being a daily reader of 
your most valuable paper, will you allow me

THE ELECTRO-MOTOGRAPH. 


Edison's New Telephone Receiver—Dispens- 
ing with the Electro-Magoet—Friction on 
a Cylinder of Chalk Vibrating an Enlarged 

Diaphragm. 


New York Heraid. 

The Cunard steamer Algeria sailed for Liver- 
pool yesterday, having on board Mr. C. P. Edi- 
son, who has taken with him oue of the greatest 


Professor bad succeeded in perfecting a great 
improvement in the telephone receiver, a Hera/d 


reporter went to Menlo Park to learn the nature 


of the instrument. Prof. Edison received 
the reporter very cordially and at once set about 
giving bim all the details of his wonderful in- 
vention. He said he discovered the principle of 
the electro-motograph some five or six years 
ago, but did not apply it to the telephone re- 
ceiver until qhite recently. 

‘The description of the apparatus fs as follows: 
A diaphragm of miea four inches in diameter is 
held in a suitable framework. A band crank is 
to rotate a Smaii chalk cylinder (previously im- 
pregnated with the proper chemical solutiog), 
with a continuous forward motion directly out- 
ward from the face of the diaphragm. One end 
of a metal bar is fastened to the centre of the 
diaphragm and the other end rests upon the 
chalk cylinder, being held down very firmly by 
a spring. The'cireuit is made from this metal 
bar, through the chalk cylinder to the base. As 
the evlinder is rotated either by hand or other 
power the friction between the metal bar and 
the chalk cylinder is verv considerable, aud the 
diaphragm is drawn or bowed outward toward 
the cylinder. This operation is purely mechani- 
cal and local. When the electric waves are 
transmitted from the distant station by 
the speaker (who uses Edisou's car 
bon transmitter) over the wire to the 
‘receiver, each wave as it passes through the 
chalk cylinder effects by electru-chemical de- 
composition more or less neutralization of the 
friction between the bar and the cylinder, ad- 
cording as the wave may be a strong or weak 
one. Ihe resultant effect pf each wave is the 
freeing of the diaphragm, permitting it to re- 
vain its pormal position. Thus a series of 
electric, wayces, with the alternate space between, 
effects aWibration of the diaphragm in perfect 
accord with the voice of the sreaker, the action 
being solely electrical and chemical. The ele- 
ment of time is not a factor, as in the electro- 
magnetic instrumunt, where, as is well known, 
a perceptible degree of time is requisite ior a 
charge and discharge. In this new telephone 
apparatus Edison dispenses entirely with the 
electro-magnet, heretofore used in all telephone 
receivers, substituting the electro-motograph 
principle. This, by its great delicacy and 
power, is made to vibrate a’ very much larger 
diaphragm than is possible with the electro- 
magnet, thus giving greatér volumeof sound, 
and obviating the necessity for holding the tele- 
phone to the ear. By it the voice of the 
speaker is transmitted tothe aistant station 
without the loss of volume. In fact. at 
times, with a very considerable increase, the 
telephone speaks louder than the person talking 
at the transmitting station. It also produces 
the higbest musical notes with the same per- 
fection as the lower ones, something that was 
fonnd im possible in the old machine. These 
points of superiority over the electro-magnet 
are due to the fact that while in the electro- 
magnet Ahe electric waves, constitute the force 
which vibrates the diaphragm of the receiver, in 
the new machine they only control it, the force 
used being strictly lodal, either the power of 
hand or clockwork. , 

The two instruments taken to Europe by Mr. 
C. P. Edison were tested at the laboratory 
Tuesday night, and found to work in a most ad- 


irable manner. ‘They will be used by Prof. 
Tyndall during his lectures on Prof. Edison’s 


inventions. The reporter was shown all the in- 
teresting features of the laboratory by oneof the 
assistants. Everywhere could be seen the im- 
plements used by the Professor in his experi- 
ments on the electric light. Mr. Robinson is at

WESTON’S WALK. 


He Loses Mis Wager with Sir John Astley. 
New York Feria. 

Lonpon, Feb. 28.— Weston, at 11:30 o’clock 
last night, left Windsor to walk a measured 
mile in an endeavor to regain his arrears, hay- 
ing sixty-five miles to cover. At 3:20 this 
morning he had gained fifteen miles, when he 
rested for three hours for sleep. By 8:50 


o’clock he had added ten miles to his gain leav- 
ing forty miles of arrears. Weston has reached 
Slough. His thousand hours expired at 4:10 


this afternoon, when the actual distance cover- 


ed was 1,9774¢ miles. 

Weston left London at 12:05 a. m. Jan. 
15 to walk over the turnpike-roads,of England. 
2.000 miles in 1,000 consecutive hours, binding 
himself, bowever, not to walk during the 
“twenty-four hours of each Sunday, which left 
him only 856 hours, or thirty-tive days sixteen 
hours. actual time, to do the task. His route 
was frdin London to Dovei. hence to Brighton, 
Portsmouth, Salisbury to Plymouth, where he 
rested the second Sunday. From Piymouth he 
went through Coruwall, and thence north to 
Bristol afd Gloucester to Worcester, where he 
was due the third Sunday. Keeping ‘along 
towards the interior, his route was through 
Birmingham to Shrewsbury, thence to Chester, 
Liverpool, and Manchester to the extreme north 
of England. The fourth Sunday was spent near 
Newcastle, from whence his route was due 
south, passing through Durham and. Yorkshire 
to near Sheffield for the filth Sunday. Thence 
through Lincoin and Norfolk to Inswich in 
Suffolk, where he was due last Sunday. From 
thence towards the interior, via Newmarket, to 
Oxferd, and thence to Windsor and London. 
The task as a whole was such a one as has never 
before been attempted in England. 

That Weston failed was in no way his own 
fault; in every town and city during the first 
half of the journey he lost time owing to the 
road béing Waccadee by the dense crowds, which 
on more than one occasion were s rough that 
Weston was thrown down and injured. In fact 
he got to be so afraid of the | crowds that he 
would take refuge in the accomp4p) ing omnibus.

The following translation of one of Von 
Moltke’s letters from Turkey (the twentieth 
letter) will be read with particular interest at the 
present moment: 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 22, 1837.—I haye just 
finished my survey of Constantinople; there is 
doubtless no other Capital in whose stfeets | 
could have don¢ my work with so little inter- 
ruption as here. Towards the end, however, I 
was compelled to look up the movements of the 
ground under the snow which covered it{ ne ver- 
theless it is remarkable that the weather) should 
have continued iso uninterruptedly fine till the 
beginning of January as to enable me toſuse my 
nlane-table in the open air. Now the spring 
storms are come upon us; but the whitethorn, 


‘the cherry, aud ithe almond trees are in blossom, 


the crocus and the primrose are shooting up, 
and I would sud thee a Constantingpolitan 
violet, if it were not €ertain to be seized and 
detained at the Imperial-Royal frontier 
by the quarantine authorities as an object 
capable of transmitting the plague. As the

exposed himself during thirty days to every 
imaginable test, finally went into a Turk- 
ish steam bath, lay in tbe bed of a 
patient suffering from the disease, 


and was dead in twenty-four bours.’ It is 
hichly probabie that all the large cities of the 
East, with their narrow streets, and within the 
limits of certain latitudes, are the real hotbeds 
of the plague; but a very bigh or a very low 
temperature are both unvfavoradle to the dis- 
ease. It has scarcely ever appeared in Persia, 
and, however severely it has raged at the mouth 
of the Nile, it has never ascended to the high 
country) above tile cataracts.* In like manner, 
the plague can be brought into Europe; but the 
experience of a hundred years, since the estab- 
lishment of regular quarantines, proves that it 
never has its®origin there. It is also bevond 
doubt that the disease is communicated by the 
touch, and most of those who would deny this 
would ¢arefully} avoid contact with a patient 
suffering from it, But the disease is communi- 
cable by contact oplv within certain very nar- 
row limits. Even the unfortuuate case I bave 
just mentioned proves this. 

There lived in the plague hospital of -the 
Christians at Peta for mapy years a Catholic 
priest who not only performed for the sick al! 
the offices of religion, but touched them, 
changed their clothes, nursed, and buried them. 
Ibis brave man js stont and fat; and I must con- 
fess tliat his courageous and truly religious de vo- 
tion appears to me to be more heroic than mary 
a famous deed of arms. This priest believes 
tat he suffered from the malady in his early 
youth; but it has been proved that this is no 
protectiba against subsequent attacks. Certain 
it is that a somewhat prolonged contact with the 
skin when in a warm state, and in addition to 
this a predisposition of the whole body, are re- 

for the provagation of the disease; and 

recisely for this reason that inanimate 
objects (such as clothing, bedding, etc.) 
are more dangerous than human beings. 
‘The great majority.of cases have their origin iu 
articles that have been purchased, such as old 
clothes and cotton goods hawked by the Jews. 
it would require an unusual combination of 
unfortunate accidents to render the mere meet- 
ing with a person suffering under the disease in- 
fectious, During the plague of this year (1837), 
the most violent that bas raged for the last 
twenty-five years, | spent whole days in going 
about in the varrowest streets and passages of 
the city and suburbs. I went even into the 
hospitals, where I was usually surrounded 
by a crowd of people bent on  satisfy- 
ing their curiosity. 1 met the dead and 
the dying, and am convinced that in so doing 1 
exposed myself to very little danger. Ihe 
great secret is cleanliness. Immediately on 
reaching my own house 1 changed ali my liven 
and ciothes from bead to foot; and the latter 
were leit hanging iu the open widows all nicht. 
The very great value of the simplest precautions 
is proved by the very small number of victims 
to the plague that are carried off among the 
Franks, while the Turks and the ravahs (native 
Christians, etc.) die by thousands. Notwith- 
standing the wide diffusion and virulence of the 
plague of this year (1837), which has been un- 
equaled in these respects since 1812, oaly from 
eight to twelve Frank families were attacked by 
it, and then it Was almost invariably the sery- 
ants and children. For centuries since the 
dragomans (interpreters) bave nad to do with 
the Turks, only ope instance is recorded in 


| which one of, these officials was seized with the 


disexse. A stranger cap scarcely avoid sitting 
down on a divan just where some ragrec 
deryish has just been seated; he must 
also smoke the pipe of some Turk who 
never uses the slightest précaution; and still he 
escupes infection ninety-nine times outof a 
hundred. But if one Frank is once caught more 
poise is made about it than when a hundred Turks 
succumb to their Kismet, or destiny, Wher. 
ever the disease has once appeared the most 
serions measures should be adovted, All 
clothing, beds, and carpets q ust be well washed, 
all papers fumigated, the Walls whitewashed, 
and the floors scoured. What all that means in 
a large household thou cafst well imagine; 
whoever is. once compromised,“ to use the 
technical expression, is as badly Off as if his 
house had been on fire. 

Among the Turks the matter is quite differ- 
ent. There uo one puts the question to himself, 

ether one gets the plage frum contact with a 
person suffering from it; but rather, Can any 
amount of human foresight prevent an earthly 
evil? It is astonishing how strongly they are 
convinced of the contrary. Ina battery not far 
from this a hospital for plague patients was set 
up; almost two-thirds of) the battalion died. I 
have more than once met the soldiers who had 
just buried a comrade, sauntering home 
singing their keimple songs, with the 
ball slung carelessly over the shoulders of one 
of the party. When they got into barracks 
they divided the clothing of the defunct amongst 
them, and were greatly pleased if they got a 
jacket or pair of trousers, which very probabiy 
caused their death in two or three dars. The 
dreadfui mortality, the daily recurring examples, 
the patent proois of infection—none of all this 
was capable of depriving these people of their 
behef: “ Allah kerim God is mercitul—and 
destiny cannot be shirked. The bimbashi of the 
battalion, who had been. corrupted by inter- 
course with the Giaours, introduced all kinds 
of precautions. The soldiers submitted only 
with the greatest aversion: all that could be 
done was to nail a verse from the Koran to the 
barrack-gate. Mohammed was no doubt quite 
right when, after finding that he could not save 
his people from the dreadful plague, he inspired 
them with s supreme contempt for it. To the 
Moslem the plague is not a visitation, but rather 
a special grace from God, and those who die of 
it are explicitiy termed martyrs by the Koran. 
Dread of the plague and ali precautions against 
it are therefore not only ‘superfluous, 
but sinful. ‘“* Why,” said the mollah the other 
dav to bis bearded auditory in the coffec-house 
at Buyukdere, 
died! Because all mauer of foolish precau- 
tions have been taken. None of you who are 
net afraid of the plague and who teok no pre- 
cautions died of it.“ The piague will continue 
to exist as long as there are ulemas, and a san- 
gulvary reaction will have to take place before 
there can be any idea of sanitary police. 

With all this fatalism the Turks are tolerant 
towards Us, In such measure as only a spiritual 
superiority Woich confers an unshaken und un- 
shakable conviction cay be. Don't go near 
him, he is afraid,” gays the Turk in all kind® 
ness and without derision—at the worst with a 
little compassion. The hamals or porters carry 
the sick to the hospital on their shoulders. and 
the dead from the nospital to the grave, in 
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‘“‘why have so many soldiers - 


of Adam. and tells bim to go straight into Para- 
dise. Sometimes the dogs tear up the bod 
again at night. The burial places look like 
tresb-powed fields. Thus it is evident that 
the flame if once kindled must continue to burn, 
dying out only, or almost only, for want of 
material. 
9,000 persons died in one week is contradictéd 
by its own exaggeration. But from what I have 
had an opportunity of seeing in the official re- 
ports of the hospitals at the Seraskierate (War 
Ministry), [ should imagine that not fewer than 
20,000 and not more than 30,000 persons died of 
the plague in the city and suburbs of Constant 
nople. The plague lasted in great intensity 
from four te five months; and if we take the 
population at 500,000, about one-twentieth part 
of it perished. But eveus severe plague seldom 
lasts so long as this one did: and there is mostiy 
a couple of years’ perfect immunity after such 
violent outbreaks. 

It is a remarkable phenomenon, too, that, in 
proportion, the number of Turks attacked is 
much greater than that of Christians, while ten 
times fewer Christians than lurks are cured. 
The cause of this must be mental. The Turk 
resicus bimself at once if seed with the 
plague, and as long as be escapes it he does his 
best to ignore its existence altogether. He 
never pronounces its proper name Dishimud- 
shak,’’ but says at most ** Hastalyk,’’ the sick- 
ness; for to call the evil by its real name is to 
invoke it. If one were to ask a Turk to-day 
whether there has been piacue in Constanti- 
nople within the last three months, he woula 
only draw up his heavy cyebrows, and give a 
sort of chirp with his tonguc, as much as to 
ay, Heaven forfend.”’ It is certain that the 
Turks sie of the plague, but the Franks 
suffer from it. 

Pera (pear Constantipopic) exhibits, to aur 
one unacquainted with such scenes, a most dis- 
mal picture. Before you enter ig you see right 
and left op the hillsides miscrabie huts of 
planks and tents, ragged figures, starved sickiy 
faces, and yelling children. These are the 
families that have been robbed by the piague of 
a father, a mother, or the bread-winner of the 
family, and who are here in quarantine while 
their dwellings and goods are being purified. 
The Greeks often veglect the purification alto- 
gether, and bope that if they have exposed 
themselves for forty days to every kind of mis- 
ery and the inclemency of the weather in tents, 
the protecting Mother of God will be. sure to 
have pity on them. They returv to their houses, 
and pew cases of sickuess almost inevitably fol- 
low. In the streets themselves the Franks 
lounge about wrapped up in dread{ul-looking 
oi)-cloth cloaks. every ove is nervously anxious 
to avoid being touched by others, which is quite 
impossible in these narrow streets. All ofa 
sudden a funeral comes round a corner; friends 
and relations have deserted the dead person. 
If a Greek, only a priest marches before the 
body, with a long biack staff to warn the 
passers-by. If, however, it is a Moslem, even 
strangers ‘push forward to carry him a 
little distance; for by a many paces 
as the true believer accompanies the departed 
one, by so many does he himself advance nearer 
to Paradise. If onezmeets an acquaintance the 
great subject of conversation is. What news 
of the plague! How’ many new cases in the 
last week Panic reigns everywhere iu the in- 
terior of families, and the poor women who are 
exposed least of all others are the worst, for 
anxiety is genefally ¢-eater where the danger is 
the least. No one can shut themselves up com- 
pletely and entirely, ind it one goes un brood- 
ing one finds the possibility of infection every- 
where and in everything. Yet the houses are 
strut up like so many fortresses; and if you pay 
a Visit it throws the whole family into an agony 
of terror. First of all you are shut up into a 
fumigating Dox; then vou are shown into a sa- 
loon that has neither sofa, carpet, nor curtains, 
—pothing but straw-bottémed chairs and 
ofain wooden tables covered with oiled cloth, 
things that are supposed to be iucapable of re- 
taining infection. Perhaps you have a letter of 
introduction: it will be taken from you with a 
pair of fire-tongs, carefully fumigated, and read 
with suspicion. You fancy that the master of 
the bouse will now offer you bis band in wel 
come, but he dare not touch you. You begin a 
conversation; it turns immediately on tbe 
piague. You hope, perhaps, for a rubber at 
whist, but in vain; the cards pass from hand to 
hand. The lady of the house drops her hand- 
kerchief: vou take it up; you could scarcely 
have done worse, fer pow it must be washed 
before she can touch it. ‘Theatres, balls, 
parties, clubs, reading-rooms, etc.—in a word, 
anything like social intercourse—are quite out 
of the question. Such is the appearance of 
the social, or rather unsocial, life ef Pera 
during the plague. '

Contagious Diseases in Schools. 
New York Herald. 

How contagious diseases are kept slive in a 
community in which 100,000 children attend the 
public achools, is not difficult to understand; 
but an experience just made known in Brooklyn 
exbibits bow it is there, and it is the same here, 
with the one difference that the evil operates 
with us on a grander scale. In the month of 
January, forty-four: children, pupils of the 
Brooklyn public schools, were reported ill with 
contagious diseases. In the families of which 
these pupils were part there were 145 other 
children who went to the public schools; and 
in houses in which the sick ones lived, but not 
in the same families, were 225 other children. 
in all, therefore, there were 300 pupils to go to 
and fro for a certain number of days between 
centre of diseases and these vast gatherings of 
the city children. But the law requires that the 
cases shall be reported by the health authorities 
to the teachers, and that they shall not permit 
the attendance of children from houses in which 
there is disease. Notwithstanding this, the 
authorities in brooklyn have found that about 
one-third of these children went to school just 
as usual, and the seeds of disease were spread 
with a little less energy than if all the children 
bad gone—but sufficiently. 


A Religious Scandal.

The immense debt of Archbishop Purcell, of

is positively stunning. The trusting of money 
by humble Catholics to their priests ts asserted 
to be quite common throughout the country. 
if it be, the mortifying failure at Cincinnati 
should prove the risk of the cuatom, and act as 
a warning against its continuance.

The character of the coming political campaign 
in this State is now defined. The Republican 
party is confronted by a fusion of the Opposi- 
tion, based upon a pusillanimous surrender 
which thousands of Democrats will repudiate, 
yet planned to promote those Democratic 
schemes for securing national supremacy which 
thousands of Nationals will refuse to advance.

The platform is adroit 
in us suppression of what it rvaliy means, and 
80 worded as to appeal temptingly to all dema- 
cogical instincts and to certain shades of class- 
2 Clearly. while the coalition is not to 
be feared, it cannot be safety despised. It will 
fail from the fact that Field and his fellow-con- 
spirators on both sides will not be able to de- 
liver the yotes which have been included in their 
bargain.

What a Real Physician Says of Houtze’s 
Effusion. 


Fo the Edttor of The Tribune. 

Mewporta, III., Feb. 23.—It is really too bad 
that your correspondent, in laying the history of 
the unfortunate Margaret Reck’s incarceration 
for sixteen years in a living tomb before the read- 
ers of Tur TnipunsB, should have aroused the 
virtuous indignation of W. G. Houtze, of Troy 
Grove, “physician regular in the Peter Reck 
family.” itis long time since any article on 
so serious a subject evoked so much mirth aud 
laughter as did that of the ‘physician regular 
in his version.of the case in Taz Tkisuns of the 
4th inet. Were the Doctor as weilkuown to 
the generality of your readers us he is in this 
section of the country, he might be treated with 
the coptempt his vulgar article merits; but as 
he is not, and as a great wrong has been done 
the unlortuuste Margaret Reck. your corre- 
spondent is disposed and in duty bound te 
have the public understand that the history of 
the case as publighed in Tus TRisons of the 
17th inst. is true, aud can be fully substantiated, 
notwithstanding Dr. Houtze’s statement in your 


publication of the 24th, and bis threats in ove 
of our local papers of some days previously. 

As your correspoudent, aud in that capacity 
ouly, have I visited Margaret Reck. I was not 
requested to do so by either her relatives or ber 
friends. I was never promised pay or any other 
reward, nor do | expect any, except from Tas 
TRIBUNE, in connection with that case. There- 
fore, 1 had no objects iu view, uo ends to meet, 
no prejudices against any of the parties con- 
cerned, no motive to write any other than a 
fair, un>iased avcouut of an outrage that, after 
bebolding its victim, I felt my utter inability te 
portray or even to give an adequate idea of the 
condition to which cruel tyranny had reduced a 
belpless young girl. ‘the account I gave was 
from what t saw and heard from such authority 
a» cannot be disputed. Dr. Houtze, after taking 
up a column and a half of valasbie space in Tue 
‘TRIBUNE With an article that was remarkable, 
at least, for its innumerable periods, hyphens, ab- 
breviated ands, talse orthography, incokerency, 
and general incongruity, as well as a lack 1 
common sense, was unable to refute a singie 
statement I made. Indeed, if anything, he 
made the case much worse for the side he es- 
poused, aud succeeded beyond all question of 
doubt in proving to the intelligent reader that

After many ceilorts to 
restore his equanimity, and many outbursts ef 
fresh laughter, he succeeded in saying that 
‘+ Houtze’s article was too rich as an empiric et- 
fusion on pathology to aliow it to pass without 
letting him see that ‘ would-be-pbysicians’ must 
know sormethi more than a mere ability 
to read wr. Chase’s family receipt book 
before they rushed in print vo subjects with 
which scholars only can deal. II the language 
in that article,” ge continued, were pot so 
shockingly vulgar, it might be used to good ad- 
vantage in some of the lower rooms of our 
schools for the children to correct.

He could not have kyown it without 
asking a number ef questious of the girl, which 
she must have understo intelligently and 
answered correctly. Is that an evidence of 
idiocy! Can idiots understand intellectual 
questions and return intellectual answers! : 

That discovery was a Most lamentable one 
for the Doctor when he ascertained it to be an 
hereditary complaint! He tola the girl’s father 
that it was one of those cases, at that age of 
female life, which very often ‘ gets’ beyond the 
skill of the medical man; that physically she 
might recover, but ineutally never. 

“We have heard of some physiologists that 
have been known to locate a vital centre or in- 
telligence in the heart as well as the brain; but 
Houtze is undoubtédly the first whom we ever 
heard of as locating it in the uterus.

ing beard that her mother was sv, and some of 
them knew the motherin Germany. Dr. Houtze 
admits that Margaret wrote a note and leftit on 
the table, ov that sad wedding day for her, when 
she left her home to visit the Sisters of Charity 
in Peru. She was then in ber 20th year, and 
consequentl) some five years after the learned 
doctor had pronounced her an idiot for whom 
there was no hope. However, a thought enters 
her brain that day; she had evidently made up 
her mind to go and see the Sisters ef Gharit y. 
The intended visit must have been at the sug- 
gestion of thought. writing the note was not 
automatic, bence a will emanating from thought. 
The words, Do not be uneasy about me,” show 
that she was not unmindful of parental solici- 
tude, nor lacking iu respect and affectionate re- 
gards tor those to whom she wrote. Are these 
not unquestionable proofs of thought, mental 
resolve, and reasoning too? Yet the physician 
4, — says she was an idiot for tears before. 

rom all that I can learn, Margaret Reck was 
no idiot whep she was incarcerated in that 7x12 
room. and not 7x16, as Houtze makes it. I have 
sufficient evidence to feel satisfied that her case 
was that of acute mania, resulting from solitary 
confinement, but when it manifested itself in 
that form I have failed to ascertain. It might 
have been Drought on by fright the first night 
of her confinement, or at any time during the 
first year. it is a mystery to her nearest living 
8 at the present day. 

r. Houtze’s viturperative reply was a eul 
on the Reck family, a bullying fastification at 
the vile treatment of an unfortunate human 
being. What the public regard as asin in the 
sight of God, an outrage on sociefy, and a re- 
volting shame in the eyes of humanity, be up- 
holds and commeods.
